President Roosevelt and party began 
their tour of the World ’6 Fair grounds 
yesterday shortly after breakfast and 
put in a strenuous day viewing the at¬ 
tractions of the Exposition. The exhibit 
palaces and the foreign buildings were 
visited and the Philippine reservation 
was given a thorough inspection. The 
President summarized the experiences 
Of the day by saying he had had the 
best time of his life and had seen more 
than he ever expected to see In one day. 
Last night he was t*he guest of the Ex¬ 
position management at a banquet on 
the grounds! The President's visit drew 
enormous crowds tx> 'the Fair grounds. 
The day wa* devoid of any unpleasant 
incidents. 


A dispatch from Gen. Kuropatkln has 
been received in St. Petersburg trans¬ 
mitting a brief report from Gen. Stoes- 
sel, who luiy# the Japanese made a new 
attack on Port Arthur on November 21, 
but were repulsed. A Mukden dispatch 
says the Ja panese bombarded Pout Hoff 
Hill on November 24. but were driven 
back by (he Russians. Minor encount¬ 
ers along the front are noted, but there 
hag been no general engagement. It is 
believed at Mukden that the inactivity 
of the main armies may mean a. com¬ 
plete suspension of hostilities until 
spring. 

The result of the conference of the 
Zcmtrtvoiets with the Russian Emperor 
is a matter of extensive speculation In 
8 t. Petersburg. Bureaucratic circles 
generally believe It will lead to nothing, 
and the conviction prevailing In moot 
quarters is that there will be no im¬ 
mediate result. M. Souerln, the editor 
of the Noove Vremva. expresses the be¬ 
lief In h lengthy interview that some 
form of representation is bound to 
come, and that “the winter of bureau¬ 
cracy is giving way before the advent 
of spring.”

Miss Alice 
Roosevelt and members of the Presi¬ 
dent’s party. It was strictly a day of 
pleasure, and not the slightest incident 
arose to mar the perfect enjoyment of 
the occasion. 

The heralded announcement that the 
nation's Chief Executive would visit the 
Exposition drew tremendous throngs, 
and to guard him from poestble danger 
that mightt menace him secret service 
men, soldiers and police guards abound¬ 
ed. They had comparatively little to 
do In preserving order. 

The sentiment seemed to be unan¬ 
imous In the minds of the thousands of 
spectators that President RooFevelt was 
the guest of each one. and each did his 
best to preserve order. The consiv 
quenoe was that those In authority had 
only to designate their wishes, and in¬ 
stantly the crowed* parted, passageways 
wore cleared and hindrances quickly 
removed, that every moment of the 
Preside nit’s limited time might be oc¬ 
cupied in seeing the Exposition.

Passing down the Samal Moro village, 
adjoining, the President was met by 
Daitto Facunda, who presented him a 
big knife, saying, through an interpret¬ 
er: “I give you my plra, which has 
been my own individual weapon and 
with which I have killed three enemies. 
There will he no more fighting In my 
country, and l will have no more uoe 
for my plra I will give it to nobody 
else but you.” 

President Roosevelt accepted the 
knife and expressed his thankfulness 
that war was at an end and that the 
disposal of weapons was emblematic 
of peace. 

In the Vlsayan building the party was 
entertained in the native thbater by 
dancing and singing. At the conclu¬ 
sion of the exercises Miss Teresa Ra- 
mioz was introduced to the President 
and presented a handsomely carved 
cane. The President took the cane and 
said: “In expressing my thanks for 

this beautiful cane I desire to say that 
I want you to go bock to your homes 
and say that the Government will do 
all that It can do for the mental and 
moral welfare and the happiness and 
prosperity of the Filipino®.” 

In the Bagabo village a silver dish 
was presented and the President re¬ 
sponded briefly in accepting.

I wish to propose a toast to President 
Loubet and the French nation, and may 
the bonds of friendship that have ever 
united them with the United States of 
America be even tightened in the future,

Hr. Francis’ Toast. 

Champagne was sipped in honor of the 
toast, and then the party hurried to the 
other national pavilions, completing the 
Inspection of ell soon after midday, 
when luncheon was served In the west 
pavilion* This occupied about an 'hour 
and was purely Informal. At the con¬ 
clusion President D. R. Francis arose, 
and. holding up a glass of champagne, 
said: 

I desire to offer a toast that will not 
require a verbal response, because we ar© 
simply resting and eight-seeing and are 
not devoting ourselves to speeches.

“Yes. I know,” said the President.

I will make 
an effort to have your battalion attend 
the inauguration In Washington.”

A RUSSIAN EDITOR’S VIEWS. 


"Winter of Bureaucracy Is Giving 
Way Before the Advent 
of Spring.” 


REFORM IS BOUND TO COME. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 26—The result 
of the conference of the Zemstvoista 
still remains a matter of speculation. 
Bureaucratic circles generally are of 
the opinion that the conference was a 
farce and that K will lead to nothing; 
but a vast majority of the intelligent 
class is convinced that it has placed 
upon record the desire of the country 
for a change In the present form of 
government. The conviction prevailing 
,ln many quarters, however. Is that no 
change will come Immediately. 

With a view to clearing up the situ¬ 
ation the Associated Press to-day Inter¬ 
viewed M. Souverin, the veteran editor 
of the Novoe Vremva. M. Souverln 
said; 

“I certainly think the conference was 
highly significant. It show's the neces¬ 
sity for a departure from the present 
system. Personally I do not agree with 
all of the Zeimtvoist proposals. Their 
memorial embodies to the last word the 
science of constitutional government, t 
think some form of national representa¬ 
tion is bound to come. 

• « * 

Freedom of Speech. 


President's day at the Exposition 
dawned with clear skies and a brisk 
wind of Just sufficient sharpness to 
send the blood tingling through the 
veins—ideal weather for carrying out 
the strenuous programme arranged by 
the nation's C*hJef Executive, w'ho pro¬ 
poses to acquire in one day a compre¬ 
hensive Idea of the greatest exposition 
In the history of the world. 

Although President Roosevelt was 
not officially greeted by the exposition 
management until after 9 o’clock, the 
grounds were thronged long before that 
hour, and every car line terminating 
at the World’s Fair poured Its hun- 
dreds even' hour Into the approaches 1 ftdminUUatlon, 


”Our greatest need la freedom to 
work, think, speak and wTite. That 
freedom seems unattainable under the 
present bureaucratic regime w'hich re¬ 
presses the activity of the whole na¬ 
tion and raLses countless obstacles in 
the way of personal Initiative and en¬ 
terprise. The difficulties surrounding 
the opening of a store, mill or any kind 
of business prompted M. Witte, presi¬ 
dent of the ministerial council, some 
years ago to draw up a memorial com¬ 
mending a removal of the vexatious 
treatment of private enterprise; but his 
suggestions remained barren of result, 
the fact 1*. there was no lack of ad¬ 
mirable Ideas In the proposal. What 
we want now is the act that the late 
Von Plehve. Minister of the Interior, 
introduced Into the law' of 1902. en¬ 
abling the admission of consultative 
members to the council of law. which 
has remained a dead letter owing to 
the opposition of the bureaucrats of the 
Empire. Plehve doubtless would gradu¬ 
ally have extended the Zemstvo system, 
admitting peasant* to email Zemstvo 
units, and Introduced other forms of 
a liberal tendency. M. Witte was not 
far wrrong when he summed up Plehve 
with the words: ’You will see that he 
will bring Russia to a sonstltution/ but 
Plehve spoiled everything by preceding 
the intended reform with a policy of 
repression and failed to give proper 
effect to his own Ideas. 

* • • 

“Acts, Not Words.” 

”1 repeat, w'e now wont act*, not 
words. , What acts will follow the pro¬ 
nouncement of the Zemstvolsts I am 
not prepared to say. but In my opinion 
they should take the form of summon¬ 
ing an elective body to act in a con¬ 
sultative capacity to the sovereign, who 
should retain absolute freedom to fol¬ 
low the recommendations of the ma¬ 
jority or minority as he thinks best. M. 
Witte does not believe In a constitu¬ 
tional Government for Russian, but 
prefers a benevolent nutocrucy. I also 
think autocracy should be preserved. 
Autocracy Is no longer what It was. 
Czars have given away many of their 
prerogatives, such as vassalage and 
serfdom, and voluntarily have curtailed 
absolute pow’er by the creation of Zem¬ 
stvos and various forms of collegiate 
It w’ould not be u cur-

Half starved and so numbed with 
cold that she was scarcely able to walk. 
Clara MoClaywell, who escaped from 
the Industrial School of Reform Fri¬ 
day night. dragged herself to the home 
of Mrs. D S. Jones In South Louisville, 
at 7 o'clock yesterday morning, and fell 
fainting In the dr/orwav. after having 
spent an entire night in a wood-shed 
clad in Mule more than her night 
clc»the«. 

Finding the young woman In her 
doorway. Mrs. Jones aided her Into the 
house, where she was soon revived and 
the authorities of the School of Re¬ 
form notified of her presence. Search 
had already been Instituted Cor the 
young woman by the authorities, w r ho 
learned of her escape at roll call yes¬ 
terday morning. 

Clara McClaywell became ar> Inmate 
of the School of Reform barely two 
weeks ago. She was found in Louis¬ 
ville without friends and without 
money, and a* she seemed half-witted 
to rh-* people who discovered her it 
was decided t» send her to the school. 
She claimed she was from Dallas. T* x . 
and did not know how she reached 
Loulpvllle. The fact that she Is «/dy 
seventeen years of age decided the 
charitable institution ta whose charge 
she was placed tfhat the School of Re¬ 
form was the best place for her. 

• • • 

Evaded Close Watch. 

Taken to the school, th* young 
woman proved an obedient Inmate, and 
the authorities had Util* or no trouble 
with her. She seemed of a nervous dis¬ 
position, however, and at times tier 
action* w r erc such that the officers were 
led to believe that she was slightly de¬ 
ranged For this reason a closer watch 
was pLaced over her than over the ma¬ 
jority of the remaining pupils. This 
guardianship seemed to rankle In the 
mind of the young woman, and !s prob¬ 
ably what caused her attempt at 
escape. 

After the dormitory, in which she had 
formerly siept with a number of oth*i* 
pupils, had been closed Friday night, 
the young woman partially' clothed her¬ 
self and begin a search for mmna of 
escape. Little trouble was experienced 
in finding this a* one of the w Inflows to 
the building had accidentally been left 
unbarred, and through this she climb¬ 
ed, reaching the ground by jumping on 
a shed roof. Once on the ground, she 
found little difficulty in c*!hnWn<g the 
fence wh‘rh surrounds the property of 
the school. 

Entirely unfamiliar with the neigh¬ 
borhood. the young woman wandered 
around for sr»m* time, according to the 
story she told later to the officials of 
the school, and finally sought refuge 
in a shed near the home of Mrs. Jones. 
There she spent the entire night, hud¬ 
dled in a corner, trying in vain to pro¬ 
tect herself from the wind which whis¬ 
tled through the cracks of the build¬ 
ing. With the breaking of day Miff 
McChtyweU was numb she could 
scarcely move, and for half an hour 
lay on the ground. Finally she suc¬ 
ceeded In dragging herself to the out¬ 
side. where she was slightly revived 
by the sun and a short, time later she 
fell in a faint on Mrs. Jones' porch. 

• • * 

Furnishes Her Food. 

Mrs. Jones immediately carried the 
young woman into the house, and plac¬ 
ed her lb bed. after forcing several 
cups of hot coffee down h*r throat and 
furnishing her breakfast. After thit 
the young woman slept for several 
hours and when she awoke she related 
her experience to Mrs. Jones. 

"I was treated kindly at the school." 
she said, ”but I saw an opportunity 
to escape and did so. I don't know- 
why now, but I nearly froze to death 
and want to go back." 

Superintendent Caldwell was inform¬ 
ed of the young woman's condition and 
removed her to the School cf Reform, 
where she w-as placed under the care cf 
a physician.

“Americans cannot realize the dltfi- 
cufty. even danger, of suddenly intro¬ 
ducing new Institutions Into our coun¬ 
try. Even our statesmen are not versed 
lu the arts of 'govt-rnment. M. Plehve 
gave an Illustration of promoting coun¬ 
ter-revolutionary associations of work¬ 
ingmen. with the result that the asso¬ 
ciations were utilized by the very move¬ 
ment against which they were directed, 
the outcome of the experiment being 
continuous strike riots at Moscow' and 
Poltava. Tbe fket is, we have not had 
the opportunity to learn the art of 
government. The whole of our Intelli¬ 
gent classes naturally incline to liberal 
ideas, but they have not the experience 
to apply them. All this sufficiently in¬ 
dicates the necessity for greatest pru¬ 
dence and cAu-tioii in the manner of in¬ 
troducing the representative system, 
and the great danger in adopting an 
Ill-digested Constitution. 

“Provided caution is exercised. I can¬ 
not see how the autocracy, which. I re¬ 
peat. mu?t remain the keystone of our 
system, will be irpperiled by the intro¬ 
duction of a repre-ent alive system. 
There Is absolute necessity for the safe¬ 
guarding of autocracy, in consequence 
of the view's and ideas of the peasantry. 
Peasants here have not the slightest 
idea of the meaning of Constitution. All 
their thoughts und desires are centered 
In land. They believe tbe land ought to 
l*elong to them, and they are convinced 
that the little father alone is able to 
eatisfy whut they regard as legitimate 
aspirations. They look upon bureau¬ 
crats. bmdlord* and Zemstvos as parts 
of the machinery w'hfch Is preventing 
them from obtaining more land to en¬ 
able them to mitigate their terrible 
poverty. 

• • • 

Tolatofs Opinion. 

“Count TolFtcri shares the opinion of 
the peasants on the land quwtlonw He 
told me when Inst I saw him that he 
would not fall before he died to writ* 
a personal letter to tbe Czar advocating 
the doctrines of Henry George. The 
absolute fidelity of the peasants to the 
t'zar. therefore. Is based upon an un¬ 
shakable foundation. 1 am persuaded 

to believe that tta? intelligent classes 
a!*r> are loyal. 

“There Is r.ot the slightest ground to 
believe In the succera of a revolution¬ 
ary movement In Russia.* Indeed, since 
tbe advent of Interior Minister Prince 
Svlatopolk^MIrrky and hls appeal for 
TnuntAl confidence, the tendency among 
influential and sober-minded men of 
the comsminlty all the other way. 
Political demonstrations wfidch former¬ 
ly elicited sympathy from the people 
mow call for general oondemnation. A 
reev^mt instance of this was seen at 
TVrarkoff. A sm'aJl crowd of students 
sad worklngmer attempted to parade 
the street* with red flags, but were dis¬ 
persed by the public without :utrlstance 
from the police. 

•'Whatever tbe future may have In 
atone, I a-m convinced that a reversion 
to the Plehve system Is Impossible. 
Public opinion 1ms developed euoh 
strength under stress of our present 
udv'u-sities that stern repression Is no 
linger appreciable. I am still confident 
that the winter of -the Baireaucracy 
w hich condemned us to a long period of 
ln*u tlvity is giving way before the ad¬ 
vent of spring, as l prophesied hist 
year, althc-ugh no one then believed me, 
and the Russian springtide season is 
nvarveknjsly quick in growth."

Barton, of Brookline, Mass., both of 
whom are his warm personal friends, 
to attend a Union Veteran’s banquet

Thirty or forty farmers of Kane 
county. III., have been experimenting a 
year past with electricity on a broad 
scale, sjiys a Chicago letter to the St. 
Louis Poat-DUrpetch. They have dem¬ 
onstrated to fhelr own satisfaction that 
they can make the electric motor take 
the plac e of nearly all human and horse 
labor on the farm. 

Their estimate of the saving In labor 
and money over former methods Is put 
at 50 per cent The experimental stage 
has been (xassed und electricity is the 
permanent future power of their farms. 

These farmers estimate also that the 
electric motor will enhance the value 
of their farm property fully as great a 
per cent. I^and in the section Is now 
valued at from $70 to $125 an acre. 

The electric motors that have been 
installed and are now being placed are 
for sawing man!, purnpri g water, sep¬ 
arating cream from milk, thrashing 
com, cutting fodder, plowing the fle.di, 
grinding apples, pulping potatoes, load. 
Ing and unloading wagons at the barns 
and a domen other helpful things, once 
done by the sour-faced hired man and 
the patient horse. 

All this work can be done and In one 
form or another Is being done in Kane 
county through the medium of a fifteen 
horse-porwer electric motor and Its elec¬ 
trical feed from a third rail or trolley 
wire system. 

This is made still more interesting 
through an unpublished report of the 
General Electric Company, of New 
York, to the effect that Katie county Is 
the first community of farmers In the 
world to attempt to wholly supplant 
labor and the power of ateani and gas¬ 
oline apparatus with electricity fed 
from contiguous electric passenger and 
freight lines. 

Fifty years ago Kane county made It¬ 
self famous in another way. The first 
railway of Illinois was being built out 
of Chicago. The farmers of Kane coun¬ 
ty held a mass-meeting to oppose Its 
crossing Its lands on the ground, as 
old documents state, "that It would de¬ 
stroy the ptank roads and drive the 
Inns out of buslnesp."

How Well It Fays. 


milk, cream, butter, condensed milk, 
cream cheese and fodder for stock than 
and other 640 square miles In the world. 
The population of the county is 80,000 
and the per capita w’ealth of the Inhab¬ 
itants Is about $1,000. 

For several years the county ha* been 
traversed by third-rail and trolley elec¬ 
tric lines, extending to all the Impor¬ 
tant towns and entering Chicago. The 
trolley lines have a maximum speed of 
70 and 75 miles an hour, with eA»e. 

The twv> principal systems are the 
Aurora. Elgin and Chicago third-rail 
And the Elgin. Aurora and Southern 
traction trolley, part single and part 
double track. 

The voltage of all the lines Is 500, 
more than sufficient to operate all the 
cars and leave a surplus for farm use. 
To supply a farm with electricity, feed 
wires are constructed Into the barns 
from the main line. At the barns the 
eleotric motor is Installed. The farmer 
making use of electricity has, under 
this system, no expert assistant to em¬ 
ploy. A ten-year-old boy can start or 
stop the motor after thirty minutes’ In¬ 
struction. Breakdowns are few’ and *he 
motors are protected by three separate 
lightning arresters. 

The monthly expense on the farm for 
the use of electricity varies with the 
size of the place and the character of 
the work to be performed. Six months 
constitute the working period on nearly 
ail of the farms, the remaining period 
of the year the motors being but little 
used.

Prof. Schaff Confirms Report That 
Westminster Confession Has 
Been Discarded. 


Pittsburg. Pa., Nov. 26.—Rev. Dr. 
David Schley Schaff, professor of 
church history at the Western Theo¬ 
logical Seminary. Allegheny. City, to¬ 
day confirmed the report which caused 
considerable stir In church circles, that 
the Union Theological Seminary, of 
New York, had discarded the Westmin¬ 
ster confession of faith and unanimous¬ 
ly adopted a new creed. 

Dr. Schaff. who recently returned 
from New York, said the action was 
taken last week when the Board of Di¬ 
rectors received two gifts of $125,000 
each. The Westminster confession of 
faith, he said, was a part of the charter 
of the seminary, and the members of 
the board had been obliged to sign the 
charter. Sentiment had been growing 
against the confession, and the break 
was finally made last week. •

Some Prunes. 

William Gordon, who raises prunes 
near Colfax, ships considerable of his 
flue fruit to New York. On this he 
pays the roads $600 a car. Mr. Gordon 
expects to get seven carloads of prunes 
this year, so that If he can be induced 
to ship to New- York the railroads will 
get $4,200 from Ills twenty acres In 
prunes. This is why the railroads are 
in favor of the policy out here of set¬ 
tling up the country in small tructs. 
They can certainly make more In 
freight charges on such propositions 
than they can in shipping cattle. By 
the way, Gordon expects to make some 
$2,600 to $6,000 himself out of his prunes. 
It is something of a gamble with him. 
depending on prices and all sorts of 
contingencies. It Is no gamble with the 
railroads, though. Sure thing there— 
cash down In advance. I presume. Gor¬ 
don may be good for It. though. In 
case they all rot on the way. 

J. H. Hale, of the town of Elma, In 
<*l|oho||s county, was set down for a 
paper-collar dude fanner, and admits 
that ten years ago he knew nothing 
about the art. But Mr. Hole seems to 
have accumulated a few nevertheless, 
and he does It on three seres. Includ¬ 
ed on this afe his dwelling, barn, a 
small greenhouse and poultry house; 
also some fruit tTjees. 

Three Acres Paid $2,385. 

East year the sales from the produce 
of thla tluce-acre farm aggregated the 
sum of $2.3R». The work was done by 
himself and son. The main crop Is cel¬ 
ery. grown by such Intensive methods 
as to reach a yield of over 53.000 pounds 
per acre. I*ast year from a measured 
three-fourths of an acre 40.000 pounds 
of celery were raised. The soli Is what 
is known as a mixture of muck and 
beaver-dam. with substrata of sand and 
Clay. It Is underdrained with tile laid 
about four feet deep and twenty feet 
apart, and there Is water from near-by 
springs for Irrigating. Fertilisers, con¬ 
sisting of forty loads cow manure and 
commercial fertiliser In a large quan¬ 
tity. are plied on. The manure is ap¬ 
plied early In the spring, plowed under 
deeply, and the commercial fertilizers 
appeared Just before setting out the 
plants. Mr. Hal#* has found after con¬ 
siderable experimenting that katnlt 
applied at the rale of half a ton per 
acre Is an excellent preventive for fun¬ 
gus diseases. 

The celery seed Is sown In cold frames 
In February, then once each month to 
May for a succession of crops. The 
hrst plants are large enough to set In 
the garden rows about the last of May. 
The rows ure about three feet apart, 
with plants six Inches apart In the 
row, nnd as one crop nears maturity 
the second crop of plants Is set midway 
lietusen the flrsc rows. Thus two crops 
ran be t^Uon fr mi the same piece of 
ground. Having luxuriance of availa¬ 
ble plant food and moisture, the cel¬ 
ery grows rapidly on the approach of 
w.trill weather. The blanching Is done 
by means or boards ten feet long, con¬ 
venient for handling. In addition to the 
ground, which Ih hanked up against 
them. When ready for market the 
crisp bunches are of uniform si*/e. about 
twenty- h!x Inches long and without de¬ 
cayed specks or blentishes.

A Few Heads of Cabbage. 

Some people do not »h*nk it pays to 
g:*»\s cabbage, but lavt season Mr, Hale 
raised cabbage .ii the tit* of 13.650 
heads* of nine pounds each per acre.

You can afford to pile on ma¬ 
nure. n-* Mr. Hale due? or as the New 
York m arket gardeners do, ar the »att 
of sixty double-horse load? per acre ev¬ 
ery spring, and after you have built up 
a so!, which you » in plow fifteen inches 
deep you can use larg. amounts of 
dtluiuiative commercial fartilixers with¬ 
out danger of burning, for ydti have 
ymir artificial w&ter supply. 

Fertilizer 1? a good thing, but too 
much of it will kill ptant grow th. This 
I*? a fuel with which th** Western farm¬ 
er who irrigates hi? crops ofttlmes Ih 
m-ought face to face. Alkali Is an un¬ 
questioned advantage to some crops, 
for instance, the sugar beet, yet much 
rich land In the Irrigated country Is 
ruined by being nlk.ilied. This I**, how¬ 
ever. largely, if not entirely, ihv effect 
.»f careless irrigation by which ih ? silts 
me brought by capillary attraction to 
the surface soil, where they burn nnd 
kill the feeding roots of vegetation Yet 
#*ven where land has been ruined by 
slkali It has been demonstrated by Gov¬ 
ernment experiment* that to restore it 
to fertility only requires an ordinary 
system of either under or open ditch 
drainage, by which any exc?*s of irri¬ 
gation water will carry ofr alkali salts 
Instead of leaving the soil surcharged 
with them.

Tm.* old gentleman was allowed to 
y r no farther. The entire assembly — 
Ambassadors. Admirals, Cabinet Min- 
isifra and all—row? to their feet and 
burnt out into wild cheering. 

The natns of Grant of Tholml is one 
t *Lconjure with In England. He was 
a young Lieutenant In command of a 
•mall post of native troops tin the 
northern frontier of India when the 
iManlpurl rising broke out. He held 
Ms little fort with a handful of sol- 
. tilers, none «»f them of his own color, 
against thousand* of fanatical bar¬ 
barians. Attack after attack, by night 
oc well ns by day, he repulsed, and at 
ihe enemy settled down to starve 
hi >» nut. 

He hud b‘ cn liesieged for a week 
When he hoard. through a native spy 
In his employ, that ihe Manipur!* were 
going to detach a part of their force 
to raid a mission station about forty 
miles off. where there were some Eng- 
/Jlsh women. 

Ten minutes after henring this new* 
Grant of Thobal rode out from his 
fort with a third of his men at his back, 
cut Ills ivay through the beleaguering 
host, and did not draw rein until he 
reached the mission station. He made 
the people leave that place and come 
with hhn, placing them In the center 
of his little feujee. 

After a fierce hand-to-hand tight, he 
cut his way back to the fort. He was 
wounded In a half dozen places by 
bullets and tulwar slashes, and so were 
most of his men; but the women whom 
they defended reached the fort In safe¬ 
ty. Grant of Thob.il held It for a few 
weeks longer until the siege was raised 
by a British column.

Became a National Hero. 

• . The incident appealed powerfully to 
the British imagumUen. Grant became 
a national hero not alone on his own 
merits, bur because everybody recogniz¬ 
ed that he was merely a type of thou- 
oHudb of other young soldiers and uffi- 
«pvls who are ruling India for England, 

• nd guarding the Indian frontier 
»’ against the native tribes aulrl Russia. 

Nine out of ten of his colleagues would 
h ive done is well as be did if they 
Had been placed In his position. When 
<ihc members of the Royal Colonial In¬ 
st itlit* cheered his name, they knew 
that they were really cheering the ge¬ 
nius of British rule In India—the thing 
of which, next to the British navy. 
Britons are proudest. 

There are no men who have more 
ml venturous and romantic lives than 
Britain's servants In India, espec aily 
those s atloned on the northwest fron¬ 
tier; Whether they tire rriv.llan cffl iu'.a 
or,, soldiers, the some holds true. The 
official has to light quite as often n 
the soldier, and the soldlet frequently 
h.ui to be n. ruler and diplomatist as 
well as a warrior. 

No where else In the world, probably, 
do comparatively unknown men have 
such tremendous work to do. such' 
great problems to solve. such frightful 
rffcks of making or preventing | 
ft war to run in the course of theJr! 
rwork.

Sir George Robertson. 

'Of all the English "politicals'' who 
have done brilliant work on the fron¬ 
tier in recent year*, non© has been 
more successful than Sir George Rob¬ 
ert son. who was one of the heroes of I 
the Ch(eral campaign. 

He gained an Influence amm,* the 
tribes second only to that of Warbpi - ' 
ton. and fouglu Russian Intrigue 
among them for years. His greatest 
achievement was penetrating Into 
Kaflristan. the unknown country which 
Kipling refers to In "The Mmji Who 
Would Be King*—a story, by the way, , 
; that Li founded on a solid basis of fact. | 
* Robertson was one of the first E g- 
llfihmen the Kafirs had seen, and their 
first Impulse wu<s to roll hlin over a 1 
convenient precipice. He convinced 
them that that would It a foolish 
thing to do, and In a few weeks he had 
got so far into their good graces that 
he persuaded half a dozen of thrir 
leading chiefs to gn back to India with 
him and see for themaelvee what great 
people the British were. 

After they finished their tour, they 
told Rbbertson that they would like 
their country to pa.*s under the suzer¬ 
ainty of England, so that they would 
be protected from the aggression of 
their dangerous neighbors, Afghanis¬ 
tan and Russia 

The British authorities took too long 
considering the proposal, and before 
thev made up their minds the Ameer of 
Afghanistan undid Robertson's work 
by picking a quarrel with (he Kafirs 
and adding their cobntry to hts domin¬ 
ions after a brief war. 

The princes of the Native Slates of 
India, who have armies of their own 
and are merely subject to the suzer¬ 
ainty of England, are thoroughly loyal 
A few’ years ago. alarmed by some en- 
ir.Kichments made by Russia towards 
the Indian frontier, the Zizam of Hy¬ 
derabad—the premier native prince- 
opened his treasure vaults und sent 
several barrets full of gold coin to the 
Viceroy The gift amounted in value 

10 several millions of dollars.

time will soon come when I can lead 
mj troops to tight side hy side with 
the English against the Russians." 

Other native princes are fully as loyal 
and their troops have frequently done 
good service In frontier lights. Sir Per- 
tab Singh (Maharajah of I den and 
other Indian princes distinguished 
themselves with the British contingent 
in the Pekin Relief Expedition, but ft 
was hard to keep them and their men 
from flshtlng the Russians when the 
relations between the nationalities be¬ 
came strained after Pekin hud been oc¬ 
cupied.

India's Secret Service. 

The secret service of the Indian Gov¬ 
ernment is one of the most active and 
efficient of the world. Kipling drew a 
picture of It in "Kim," but It was mere, 
ly^an impressionistic sketch. He only 
scratched the surface; Indeed, he could 
do no more. The oldest Anglo-Indian 
| officials kno>v little about that service 
unless they have been connected with 
It. Even then they do not know much. 
There are only four men to whom all 
tho secret workings of 'the system are 
an open book—the Director of the In¬ 
dian Survey Department, the Viceroy, 
the Foreign ^Secretary of the Indian 
Government and the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Indian Army. 

There Is a so-called Intelligence De- 
pa rtmem attached to the Indian For¬ 
eign Office, but It Is only a bluff The 
work Is really done by the Survey De¬ 
partment, which ostensibly 1ms no bus¬ 
iness except the planning of new roads, 
railways, canals and the like. Hundreds 
■ of agvrws are employed by tire depart¬ 
ment secretly. Their work Is twofold. 
In the first place, they have to keep 
track of events and Intrigues On the 
frontier; In the second place, they must 
ascertain the drift of native feeling 
towards British rule so that another 
Indian mutiny will not happen. 

The reports, maps, secret treaties 
with native tribes, and other material 
sent in by these agents are all filed 
away In cipher at the offices of the 
Survey Department In a set of books 
which are guarded night and day by a 
detachment of British soldiers with 
loaded rifles. 

All sorts and conditions of men and 
women serve the department. When 
Chundra Dass. one of tho most dis¬ 
tinguished of Buddhist pundits, died 
a few’ years ago it came out that he 
had been a secret service agent for 
many years. He penetrated, to Lhasa 
In 1897. but told the world practically 
nothing of what he saw’. Of course, 
he told the Indian Government every¬ 
thing. and his reports and maps must 
have been of Inestimable service to Col, 
Younghusband's expedition. 

Women missionaries, zenana work¬ 
ers. doctors sent to the courts of 
native princes, apparently harmless 
travelers with scientific reputations 
that are world-wide, may all be agents 
of the Indian Government, and fre¬ 
quently are. 

The late Ameer of Afghanistan had 
a perpetual nightmare on the subject. 
He knew that he was an object of sus¬ 
picion because*of the Russian Intrigues 
in his country. He wanted Englishmen 
to enter his service and help him to 
develop Afghanistan, but us soon us 
lie got them he would become worried 
that they might lie spies, and ten to 
one he would speedily discharge them. 

• • • 

Russian Invasion Not Feared. 

To a man who knows the caliber and 
training of England's garrison in India, 
the talk of "peril" from a Russian In¬ 
vasion seems absurd. British oflVers 
and native troops alike are receiving 
the finest possible training in the hard 
school of the frontier to meet and repel 
such an Invasion, and they pray daily 
for it to happen. 

"Htutoor* when are the gray-coats 
coming?" 

“Sahib. shall we not fight the Rus¬ 
sians soon?" 

These are the questions put almost 
every day to English officers by the.r 
native troopers. And when native offi¬ 
cers dine with a British mess. It Is 
not at all unusual for one of them to 
rise, after th»* toast "The King" has 
been honored, and rink to the time 
when the Russians bring off their long- 
expected taid. 

Brave and clever soldiers, brilliant 
diplomatMts and administrators, loyal 
native princes and religious leaders like 
the Aga Khan, fearless and accom¬ 
plished spies—all combine to safeguard 
India's land frontier. Nowhere else 
Is England served so well. It has been 
her custom ever since the great mutiny 
to send her best men to India, and the 
only work they find to their hand to 
do in that vast empire brings ^out the 
best that is in them. 

India is often spoken of , as the 
Achilles heel of England—hut not by 
men w’ho know- India, and know* how 
she Is garrisoned and guarded.

DINNERS FOR BENEFIT OF 
PRESBYTERIAN ORPHANAGE. 


Beginning Tuesday and continuing for 
four days the women connected with 
the several Southern Presbyterian 
churches will serve dinners to the pub¬ 
lic In the storeroom on Fifth street, 
near Main, opposite the Kenyon Build. 
Ing. A most acceptable menu has been 
arranged for each day with a change 
for each dinner. 

The women of the Westminster, Stu¬ 
art Robinson, Parkland. Crescent Hill 
Presbyterian Portland and Highland 
churches will each superintend and fur¬ 
nish one table, the Second Presbyterian 
church will have three table* and the 
1‘lrfct church two tables. 


Fin* was discovered yesterday after¬ 
noon at 2:30 o'clock In one of the bams 
on the county poor farm, one mile north 
of New Albany. The ilames quickly 
spread to the other buildings, aU of 
which were crowded with hay and for¬ 
age of all kinds, being of the most com¬ 
bustible character. After destroying 
two barns and two corn cribs the fire 
was communicated to the rear end of 
the large brick asylum building, nearly 
100 yards distant, which sheltered sixty 
unfortunate paupers. In another build¬ 
ing only a short distance away were 
confined ten incurably insane persons. 

The fire attacked the asylum build¬ 
ing In the cornice under the roof and 
for a while it appeared as If the Im¬ 
mense structure, which had cost Floyd 
county more than $25,000 t«» build, would 
be burned, ("apt. John Craft, chief of 
the New Albany fire department, who 
had been notified by telephone, arrived 
at the building with two men and a 
Johnson pump just as the flamed had 
fairly started under the roof. With 
rare heroism and against the protesta¬ 
tion of every one present. CapL Kraft 
crawled amid the dense smoke in the 
narrow space between the celling and 
the roof. and by means of 
the small hose attached to the John¬ 
son pump extinguished the fire before 
any material damage had been done to 
the main building. 

When the destruction of the asylum 
building and that used for the Insane 
appeared imminent, the unfortunates 
were taken to the house of the super n- 
tendent not far distant, but several 
managed to make their escape and were 
at large last evening. The scenes among 
the paupers were pathetic in the ex¬ 
treme. Gathering their scanty belong¬ 
ings into bundles, the sixty inmates 
poured out of the building and several 
were on *helr way to the city when 
overtaken and compelled t«* return to 
the asylum. As a protection agi.nst 
fire, the main building Is provided with 
a huge iron tank erected at a sufficient 
height to afford ample pressure to 
throw water over and to any part of 
the building, hut. on account of the 
continuous drouth, which has prevailed 


for several months, there was scarcely 
any water in the tank. 

The buildings burned together with 
their contents, consisting of 1,000 bush¬ 
els of corn, hay and forage of all kinds 
and costly farming machinery and im¬ 
plements, cause a loss to Floyd county 
of probably $4,000, which is covered by 
insurance. The horses, cows, etc., were 
saved. The origin of the fire Is un¬ 
known, but It Is supposed that some 
careless inmwte. of the asylum had 
thrown a match among the Utter In the 
shed adjoining one of the bams. A 
week ago, it Is reported, a pauper, 
while cutting feed for the stock, shov¬ 
ed two matches through the cut: ng 
box. They were Ignited by the fricti n 
and set fire to the cut hay but th** 
flames were extinguished at once and 
no damage whatever resulted. 

The excitement In New Albany dur¬ 
ing the progress of the fire was in¬ 
tense and all sorts of stories as to the 
destruction of life and property were 
in speedy circulation. Within a few 
minutes the streets and the road lead¬ 
ing In the direction of the asylum, were 
thronged with people on vehicle**, on 
horsc*bock and on foot, hastening to 
afford such assistance as they could. 

WILL THIRTY-SEVEN YEARS OLD 

Filed After Delay of Thirty-four 
Years. 

Yellow with age and the Ink begin¬ 
ning to fade, the will of Martin Kelly 
was offered for probate In the Clark Cir¬ 
cuit Court at Jeffersonville yesterday. 
The instrument Is dated March 14. 1807. 
nearly thirty-eight years ago. and the 
maker has been dead since about 1870. 
Why the will was never filed for pro¬ 
bate before now no one knows In his 
will Kelly sets forth that his estate, 
real and personal, shall be divided be¬ 
tween his wife and children that may 
be thing at his death In the proportion 
of one-third to the widow and two- 
thirds to the children. Jonas G. How¬ 
ard and WilUam H. Howard witnessed 
the writing. 

Kelly left two houses and lots In 
Jeffersonville, besides personal prop¬ 
erty. but the estate whs never admin¬ 
istered upon. On July 10, 1871. the 
widow, Mrs. Ann Kelly, married John 
Burns, and at. the death of hii» wife a 
few months ago he filed suit against 
Mchael Kelly and Mrs. Katherine Me- 
Andrews, children of Mrs. Burns by 
her first marriage, for an equal division 
of the 1 estate. The diwvery of the will 
show.<4 that the defendants already 
owned two-thirds of It. although th*y 
had never been given possession of It, 
and all that Burns can now recover is 
one-third of what belonged to his wife 
or one-niivth of the whole. Instead of 
one-third as he had been contending for.

RIOTOUS DEMONSTRATIONS 
MADE BY FRENCH STUDENTS. 

Paris, Nov. 26 —Students made riot¬ 
ous demonstrations to-day before tho 
Straasburg statue and in front of the 
Ohnrnvber of Deputies against alleged 
Insults to ihe memory of Joan of Arc. 

The Insulting remarks were made hi 
the Lvcee condorcet by a professor of 
hlidory.

The Richmond. Washington, Nov. 22. 
—The Oatholio prelate, Bishop Spalding, 
of Peoria, III, is one of the most re¬ 
markable men of the age. As an author 
and lecturer he is widely known out¬ 
ride of his special religious vocation, 
and his presence in Washington this 
past w'oek on the occasion of the 119th 
anniversary of St. Patrick's parish—a 
parish older than the Capitol Itself— 
has been an event of Interest. Last 
evening Bishop Spalding gave a lecture 
on "Education," w-hlch was without 
doubt one of the finest, the most broad 
and adequate and liberai presentations 
of the subject ever given. He wai in¬ 
troduced by Dr William T. Harris, the 
National Superln ten dent of Education, 
and the audience Included many of the 
most notable people of the city. Bishop 
Spalding is the strong and earnest ad¬ 
vocate of higher education for women, 
and he made a strong plea for better 
, conditions for teachers, for more liberal 
salaries, better eohoolhousea and the 
inclusion into the domain of education 
of all fine intellectual culture, moral 
strength and religious exaltation and 
, beauty.

Stories of Brahms. 

It seems that Brahms wrote nearly 
nil his great w’orks in Vienna and In 
1 Ischl, tne romantic and lovely sum¬ 
mer resort of the court and of society. 

A large proportion of these works was 
first produced also In the Auettian ca.pl- 
i tal, notably his "Deutcnes Requiem," 
which was flot heard on November 9, 
1 S 79 , In the Vienna Operabmiee. The 
great composer lived a very simple life 
in his modest rooms. He made his own 
coffee In the morning and took this 
with his tw'O roll* at an early hour— 

, rising at 5 o'clock in the summer and 
at 6 In winter, and composing in the 
' eirly hours. The story of his life is 
told In a rno*t interesting new books 
w hich has Just been Issued by the John 
lane house, of London and New York, 
an unique and brilliant ivork entitled 
1 "Imperial Vienna," by A. & Levetus— 
i a large illustrated volume offering a 
fascinating account of the history, tra- 
| dkions and arts of that city. All the 
rich centuries of the past are drawn 
upon in this work, which is not only 
descriptive and historic, but verified 
with incident and with personal pres¬ 
entations. with the splendor of page¬ 
antry at great court and religious cere. 
monlaJs; with the wonderful atmos¬ 
phere of musical life and the indi¬ 
viduality of gr^at artists. It Is a curi¬ 
ous fact that Vienna, one of the most 
brilliant cap’tals of the world, has al¬ 
ways remained little known stive to ac¬ 
tual visitors or sojourners. There is 
an isolation about It thait does not in 
the least Invest Paris. In the summer 
of 1896, while on my way to Hungary 
to study Its great millennial celebra¬ 
tion in Budapest that year. It was 
my happy fortune to pass a little time, 
with the Parisian friends with whom I 
was traveling. In Vienna. We paused 
there to break the long journey across 
Southern Europe, ajid. having paused, 
w*e proceeded to become enamored of 
the Imperial city. The Hofburg and 
other palaces, the Imperial Gallery* uhe 
marvelous splendor of the Cathedral, 
St. Stephen's, the churches of Sr. Pe¬ 
ter's and St. Augustine's, the splendid 
system of electric tramways and the 
general modern aspects, contrasting so 
strongly with the mediaeval life in evi¬ 
dence—ail combined to make our visit 
one of the most impressive experiences. 

Herr l^evetus describes old Vienna! 
the Capuchin crypt, the palace of the 
archbishop, the palaces, churches and 
the cathedral: the art and sculpture 
In the famous galleries; the story of 
Napoleon in Vienna, the music and 
musicians—about Vogler. Brahms. Jo¬ 
hann Strauss, ignas Brail, and others; 


It Is a far cry, Indeed, from imperial j 
Vienna, with ancient traditions and as- | 
eoclatlons, to the present moment In 
America, and the younger poets, whose 
songs make music in the air; but It is 
this atmosphere to wivlch the reader I 
of the new autumn literature la intro¬ 
duced by Jessie B. Rlttenhouse In a 
delightful volume (from the Boston 
house of Little, Brown & Co.) entitled 
"The Younger American Poets." Mlsi 
Rlttenhouse has selected fourteen of 
these. Including Frederic Lawrence I 
Knowis (facile princeps), Geonre E. | 
Woodiberry, Richard Hovery, Llsette 
Woodworth Reese. Bliss L'amian, Lou- | 
ise Imogene Guiney and others, giving | 
to each a chapter of critical comment, 
enriched with adequate quotation. Of 
Lisette Woodworth Reese Miss Hit ten- 
nouse says; 

"She is a/ Southern woman, which 
may furnish some clew f to the repose 
of her w'ork. There l* time down there 
to ripen, to let life have its own way 
of enrichment with one * • • Mlsa 
Reese Is a poet-singer; she is at her 
best in the prose lyric. • • • Very 
few modern lyrics possess the Binging 
quality. The term ‘lyric verse* ns used 
to-day. Is a misnomer. * • • Art 
lurks in surprises, arid the poet of to¬ 
day must be a diviner of mysteries, a 
searcher of secrets in nature and hu¬ 
manity and truth, and a revealer of 
them in his art though he reveal oft- 
times but to conceal." 

Miss Ritteahouse discusses the group 
of poets she has chosen with discrimi¬ 
nation and delicate phrasing, and the 
work Is a genuine contribution to lit¬ 
erary criticism. 

Charles Warren Stoddard's p°®Uc 
prose has never been more fel!eltou*ly 
offered than In "The Ialund of Tranquil 
Delights"—an Idyl of the South sea- 
one of the most haunting and exquisite 
bitH of work Imaginable. It Is all color 
and perfume by light and bloom; with 
the morning dew sparkling, the foam of 
the sea breaking on the Bhore. It is a 
tale of dream life in some Acadia full 
of the most exquisite touches, and the 
publisher. Herbert B. Turner, of Bos¬ 
ton. hits given this "Island of Tranquil 
Delights" a dress worthy of Its loveli¬ 
ness. Mr Turner is also the publisher 
of that recent detective story that every 
one is reading, "The Quinoume Case," 
by William Kent Pitman, a most In¬ 
genious and absorbing story. 

"A New Paolo and Franclsca." by 
Annie E Holdsworth, Is the title of a

"gray world” of phantoms and form- 
ftssaegjfc 

Mr. Benson has certainly done his 
best work so far In "The Ohalloners," 
which the Ltpplncott house, in Phila¬ 
delphia. brings out. with a number of 
other stories—MI f* Helen Plthin’s "An 
Angel by Brevet." a etory dramatizing 
the romance and superstitions of Creole 
life In New Orleans; "Baccarat," by 
Frank Danby; "The Issue." by George 
iMorgan, a glory introducing Clay, 
Webster and Celhoun as characters, 
and "Olive iAtham," by Mrs. Vaynlch. 
The Utter Is a very strong work and 
a relentlessly real study of oppressions 
and abuses in Russia. But the defect 
of the novels of Mrs. Vaynlch—and it 
Is a very grave defect—is-their leaden 
atmosphere. They are an unvaried tis¬ 
sue of gloom and shadow and depres¬ 
sion. These experiences have their 
realPty In life, but the sun shines a 
good many days out of the three hun¬ 
dred and sixty-five after all. and as 
Mrs. Browning so well says: 

"There are nettles everywhere; 

But smooth, green grass** are more com¬ 
mon still. 

The blue of heaven is larger than the 
cietid." 

Miss Vaynlch sees only the nettles, 
nnd It is to be regretted that a novelist 
so w’ell fitted in many ways to do un¬ 
usually good work in fiction can con¬ 
trive to create perpetual atmosphere 
of such superhuman gloom. 

Not so Mr.y Benson in "The ChaJ- 
loners," which is a racy, brilliantly told 
story of London eoclety life, and is 
really the mosff ervtertalnlng and de¬ 
lightful novel of the autumn.

R. C. Nuckols. under three Indict¬ 
ments, one for forgery a.nd two for ob¬ 
taining money by faW pretense*, was 
adjudged ln*ane In the Criminal Court 
yesterday and committed to Central 
Asylum for treatment.

SEVEN DIVORCES GRANTED. 


•Ulalme to the office of City Engineer 
set up by «’l<rence W. Parsons, who 
formerly held the position, against 
Jo«bua F Bretd. the Incuuibcnt, 
were denied yesterday by Judge 
Field at joint s?ss5on. The suit was 
brought last June by Mr. Parsons in 
the hope of being declared the rightful 
possessor of the office so that he might 
enforce collection of back salary from 
the city of about $12,0Q0, or at the rate 
of $3,000 a year. 

On December 10, 1901. Mr. Parsons 
was elected to the office by the Board 
of Public Works on the eve of Its re¬ 
tirement. The term, according to the 
J election, was to b^ for four years. The 
) present board, as appointed by Mayor 
I Grainger, dismissed Mr. Parsons upon 
going into office and selected Joshua 
F. Breed to succeed him. The suit w’as 
brought by Mr. Parsons uja»n the claim 
that he should hold me office for the 
term of four year*. However, Judge 
Field, in sustaining a demurrer to the 
plaintiff's petition, holds that the 
statute carefully withholds the pow* t 
of one board to bind a succeeding board 
by Its appointments. “Each of said 
boards,” the statute reads (meaning 
both executive boards of the city) may 
appoint and at pleasure remove the 
chief of each department under its con¬ 
trol” 

•’The reason and policy for this 
statute,” Judge Field observed, “are ob¬ 
vious. Therefore the removal of the 
plaintiff without notice or complaint 
was within the legal rights of the Board 
of Public Works.” Mr Parsons at¬ 
tempted at the time of Mr. Breed’s 
election to prevent by injunction the 
new* board’s action but failed.

The City’s Gas Stock. 

The proposition to sell the city’s gas 
ptock in order to provide a fund for the 
construction of sewers Is one that 
should be very carefully considered be¬ 
fore adoption. If It should be adopted 
at all. 

Its wisdom Is at least debatable. In 
the first place the sale of the stock, 
while disposing of the city’s most val¬ 
uable asset, would not realize anything 
like enough to construct the needed 
sewers, and would leave us with the 
problem of Inadequate sewerage still 
to solve by other means. 

Again, It is evident that the people 
of Louisville have now been brought 
to realize as never before the vital ne¬ 
cessity of making thee? Improvements, 
and while they rejected the recent bond 
proposition, from various causes. It Is 
not at all unreasonable to believe that 
they can get together and agree upon 
some plan that will result in the funds 
requisite to do this work as it should 
be done.

The Shipping Commission. 

The work of the Commission on the 
Merchant Marine of the United States, 
popularly known as the Shipping Com¬ 
mission, was concluded Friday except 
the formation of the report. As to the 
general character of that report. It was 
possible to make a good 1 guesa when 
the Commission was named. 

The primary object of the appoint¬ 
ment of this Commission was to ge<t rid 
of an embarrassing question until after 
the presidential and congressional elec¬ 
tions. But in naming the members re¬ 
gard was had to the probability of se¬ 
curing a report In favor of bounties for 
American vessels engaged in foreign 
trade. There was really no need of 
such an investigation as has been had. 
It has consisted largely In the appear¬ 
ance before the Commission of men who 
did not under?tund the question with 
on expression of their crude views, 
and of men who did understand It who 
refrained from telling the fadts within 
their knowledge, but who sought to 
influence the Commission to report In 
favor of subsidies. It would have been 
possible to conduct the inquiry In a dif¬ 
ferent way, but It was not desired by 
the majority. What was desired was a 
plausible pretext for giving away pub¬ 
lic money to millionaire shipowners, 
and the object would have been de¬ 
feated if the subsidy seekers had been 
required to show their books and to 
demonstrate that what they asked was 
in the interest of the public. Accord¬ 
ingly. the so-called evidence offered was 
by no means the best attainable, but 
the worst, being the special pleading 
of interested parties on behalf of them¬ 
selves or their clients.

From that hour his con¬ 
gregation has grown and continues to 
grv»w. He in preaching to-day to men, 
young and old, men of the upper classes 
and to workingmen, too. His talks to 
laborers, b*-gun during Ms first years in 
Paris, gave impulse to the formation of 
workingmen'* circles and churches, and 
to h!s Influence, in a large measure, is 
due the rise of the Popular University 
which Is now so common in France. 

The ground work and foundation for 
the philosophy of Oharles Wagner, whose 
“Simple Life” was so highly praised by 
President Rooseveh, Is the love of na¬ 
ture His early life was all spent among 
the Vosges Mountains and his natural 
inclination kept him ail the time out of 
doors, roaming the valleys and climbing 
the peaks.

tlon. Nothing is simple any longer; 
neither thought nor action; not pleas¬ 
ure. not even dying. With our own 
hands we have added to existence a 
train of hardships, and lopped off many 
a gratification. I believe that thous¬ 
ands of our fellow-men, suffering the 
consequences of a too artificial life, 
will be grateful If we try to give ex¬ 
pression to their discontent, and to jus¬ 
tify the regret for naturalness which 
vaguely oppresses them. 

Let us first speak of a series of facts 
that put Into relief the truth we wish 
to show. 

The complexity of our life appears 
in the number of our material needs. 

Is a fact universally conceded that 
our needs have grown with our re¬ 
sources. This Is not an evil In Itself, 
for the birth of certain needs is often 
a mark of progress. To feel the neces¬ 
sity of bathing, of wearing fresh linen. 
Inhabiting wholesome houses, eating 
heathful food, and cultivating our 
minds. Is a sign of superiority. But if 
certain needs exist by right, and are 
desirable, there are others whose effects 
are fatal, which* like parasites, live at 


our expense; numerous and Imperious, 
they engross us completely. 

Could our fathers have foreseen that 
we should some day have at our dis¬ 
posal the means and forces we now use 
In sustaining and defending our ma¬ 
terial life, they would have predicted 
for us an increase of Independence, and, 
therefore, of happiness, and a decrease 
In competition for worldly goods; they 
might even have thought that through 
the simplification of life thus made 
possible, a higher degree of morality 
would be attained. None of these 
things has come ito pass. Neither hap¬ 
piness, nor brotherly love, nor power 
for good has been Increased!. I.n the 
first place, do you think your fellcw- 
citizens, taken as a whole, are more 
contented than their forefathers, and 
less anxious about the future? I do not 
ask if they should find reason to be so. 
but if they really are so. To see them 
live, it seems to me that a majority of 
them are discontented with their lot, 
and, above all, aibsorbed In material 
needs and 'beset with cares for the 
morrow. Never has the question of 
food and shelter been sharper or more 
absorbing than since we are better 
nourished, better clothed, and better 
housed than ever. He errs greatly who 
thinks that the query. "What shall we 
eat. and what ehall we drink, and 
wherewithal shall we be clothed?'’pre¬ 
sents Itself to the poor alone, exposed 
as they are to the anguish of morrows 
without bread or a roof. With them 
the question is natural, and yet It is 
wi?h them that It presents Itself most 
simply. You must go among thane who 
are beginning to enjoy a little ease, to 
learn how greatly satisfaction In what 
one has may be disturbed by regret 
for w hat one lacks. And if you w*ould 
see anxious care for future material 
good, material good In ail its luxurious 
develcwpmeivt. Observe people of small 
fortune, and, above all. the rich. It is 
not the woman wdth one dress who 
fisks most insistently how she shill be 
clothed, nor Is It those reduced to the 
strictly necessary who make most ques¬ 
tion of what they shall eat to-morrow 
As an Inevitable consequence of the 
law that need® are increased by their 
satisfaction, the more goods a man 
has the more he wants. The more 
assured he Is of the morrow, according 
to the common acceptation, the more 
exclurlvely does he concern himself 
with how* he shall live and provide for 
his children and his children's children 
Impossible to conceive of the fears of a 
man established In life—their number, 
thelr reach and thelr shades of refine¬ 
ment. 

From all this there has arisen 
throughout the different social orders, 
modified by conditions and varying in 
Intensity, a common agitation—a very 
complex mental state, best cxmrvpaxed 
to the petulan<*e of a spoiled child, at 
once satisfied and discontented.

MANY CASES ON THE DOCKET. 


Jack tars. Jolly or otherwise, so thelr 
health be perfect, are wanted by Uncle 
Sam. and another band of recruiting of¬ 
ficers will arrive next week to open a 
temporary recruiting station in the cus¬ 
tomhouse.

Light Effect On Microbes. 

To many of these enemies of the 
human race that live in eternal dark¬ 
ness, light Is an agency of death. On 
that observation the sun cure, the 
cleansing of river beds, etc., is bassd.

The best 
known, perhaps, are the nocttlucas. size 
le.«« than 1 M. M , w hose body consists 
of a single cell only. Their variegated 
Illuminating action puzzled science for 
many centrles—we can produce them 
now 1 at will. I am breeding in my lab¬ 
oratory phopptomeeent microbes by 
which I can reproduce the wonderful 
effects so much admired in the Baltic, 
the Red sea. In the Indian and In the 
Atlantic ocean. A million, jw»rhaps, of 
these Infinitesimal organisms made 
possible the photograph of the herring 
“in Its own light." That phrase Is, of 
course, a misnomer The herring was 
as dead a? could be and hls scales j 
exuded not a single ray of light. The | 
armies of noctllueas adhering to hls 
carcass made possible the usual experi- 1 
ment. 

Oxygen, we learned at school, b ab¬ 
solutely necessary to sustain life. Well, | 
the bacilli of putrlflcatlon cannot only 
do without oxygen, oxygen kills him as 
sure as light kills other bacilli. The 
anti-oxygen organisms are called “an- 
ft€*roblos.’’ and to that family belongs 
the bacillus causing the dread dl.-ease 
lockjaw in man and bea«t. Yet there 
are also harmless, and even useful, an¬ 
aerobic.?. One of the family th rt 
farmer calls friend and protector. Tills 
healthful microbe-organism happens to 
be a collector of nitrogen, carrying that 
useful clement Into soil and plants. Be- 
cau. •• he Is so good science gave him a 
pretty name. Behold: Clostridium.

decomposition fellows, in either case

FINEST FIRE CLAY 


IN THE WORLD FOUND IN EAST¬ 
ERN KENTUCKY. 


CARTER COUNTY IN THE LEAD. 


Fire Brick Recognized As Being the 
Most Refractory That Was 
Ever Developed. 


Mt. Sterling, Ky. t Nov. 26.—(Spe¬ 
cial.)—A few years back it was scarcely 
known that Kentucky possessed any 
fire clay, yet to-day she Is furnishing 
the markets with the best products In 
that line of any country In the w r orld. 

Carter county clay Is conceded by 
all manufacturers to be the very best 
yet discovered. Eastern Kentucky was 
so backward In the w f ay of modern fa¬ 
cilities of all kinds that until the fire 
clay Interest brought it to the front It 
was comparatively unknown In the 
great mercantile world. To-day more 
than $1,000,000 Is Invested In this once 
barren waste, and yet It has hardly be¬ 
gun. 

The Carter county fire clays, w f htch 
are now so celebrated and which are 
recognized as being the most refrac¬ 
tory fire clays ever developed In the 
world, were first manufactured Into 
fire brick and put on the market by the 
Olive Hill Fire Brick Company, which 
In 1895 built a small plant and began 
the'manufacture of the Olive Hill fire 
brick. The company was composed 
mainly of citizens of Wheeling. \V. Va., 
and Kansas City, Mo. The plant they 
are now running cost them over $600,009. 

Previous to this considerable clay 
had been shipped from the property 
they now own by Sebastan Effort, and 
a mine has been operated for a number 
of years several miles east of Olive Hill 
by Mr. K. B. Grahn. proprietor of the 
Louisville Fire Brick Company, the 
clay being shipped from the mines to 
Louisville and made into fire brick 
there. 

To properly understand the great 
value of the Olive Hill clay it will be 
necessary to explain that fire clay Is 
very common, as It id usually found In 
the same vicinity coal Is discovered, but 
In all fire clay districts so far devel¬ 
oped excepting the Olive Hill there has 
always been found a great preponder¬ 
ance of plastic clay and very little flint. 
The plastic clay usually vitrifies at u 
comparatively low' temperature, while 
the best flint clays cannot be vitrified 
at any temperature used In manufac¬ 
turing. so the brick is more refractory 
in proportion to the greater amount of 
flint clay It contains and Is more easily 
vitrified the greater percentage of No, 
2 . of plastic, clay used. 

The No. 2, or plastic, clay Is a neces¬ 
sary evil, and the less of It Is used the 
more heut the brick will stand. The 
vein of clay now being mined by the 
Olive Hill Fire Brick Company Is all 
flint and runs In thickness up to twen¬ 
ty-five feet. What little bonding clay 
they use must be hauled In from other 
points at a much greater expense than 
their flint clay, so the problem with 
them has been how little plastic clay 
they could do with. Instead of how 
much they could put In, as Is the case 
with most fire brick manufacturers. 

Their brick have now been on the 
market about ten years, and some of the 
first brick they made which went Into 
coke ovens are still In use doing good 
work. The brick have made particular¬ 
ly good records In blast furnaces. Some 
furnaces lined with them have been In 
continuous blast for seven years and 
have turned out upward of 1 , 000.000 tons 
of pig Iron.

FAV0RITEWITH THE EMPEROR. 


Vandsrbilts May Dazzle Berlin So¬ 
ciety, Being Popular At Court 
and Possessing Wealth. 


CORNELIUS IS DEMOCRATIC. 


[Correspondence of the Courier^-Journal.p 

Berlin, Nov. 16.—Berfln is delighted 
wltth the news that Cornelius Vander¬ 
bilt -Is sfated few First Secretary of the 
Embassy art the Kaiser’s court. That 
the Emperor would greet the appoint 
ment with enthusiasm was to be ex 
pec ted. as William and Cornelius are 
very fond of each other. It la most 
remarkable, however, that this head- 
servants. courtiers and aristocrats hall 
the tnforma<tlo« with something akin 
to enthusiasm. 

The reason Is obvious: The name of 
Vanderbilt, to their way of thInking, 
Is happily devoid of that crowning de¬ 
fect upPtart-dom. As one of the Kai¬ 
ser’s nMusteni of ceremony puts It: “If 
you mention Rockefeller, the whole 
room smells of kerosene; if Swift, there 
are visions of mwu of sausages and 
bacon. One cannot think of the 
Goulds without recalling Jay ar.d Black 
Friday ar.d certain deals in securities. 
Haveineyer would/ be no more that a 
sugar refiner if ten times an “Excel¬ 
lency’’—of the world's commercial mil¬ 
lionaires, the Vanderbilts alone are not 
<tlrectly associated with trademarks, 
factories, slaughter-houses and buck¬ 
et-shops*. 

“Pronounce me a commoner," con 
tinned the blue-blooded marshal with 
fine disdain, “if I do not think that the 
family sprung into existence with the 
rank of Commodore. Our future First 
Secretary cf Embassy’s grandfather 
m/u-st have been of lesser consequence 
before attaining the ti't-le. to be sure, 
but if he was I d» not know It nor does 
anyone else. The ’ttammodiore’ Is re¬ 
garded as a sort of ancient boronfod 
style, and ninety-nine out of every one 
hundred Europeans of consequence 
consider the Vanderbilts as old as the 
Republic, if not Older.” 

Thus a brlhta.nl ooolal pod;fc>n is as¬ 
sured to Cornelius beforehand, and 
what Is more, tbe distinction is freely 
granted, qot merely acceded by the 
Kaiser’s command/, as was the cose 
with Potts former naval attache here 

With resp-ct to Potts, the army and 
flavy did not take kindly to him. the 
great nobles following suit, ant though 
h s Majesty trie l har.l to «rn <o:h mat¬ 
ters out of consideration for President 
Roosevelt, Potts never attained any 
standing at court or In society—this 
despite his pretty wife, through whom 
he commanded considerable money.

Mrs. Grace Wilson Vanderbilt, 


General favorite at court and In so 
clety, ample means to dazzle Berliners 
—two factors In favor of a delightful 
reception to the new FirBt Secretary 
of Embassy—and Mrs. Grace Wilson 
Vanderbilt to boot! The Kaiser Is ex¬ 
tremely fond of this fine American 
woman. He took especial pains to 
demonstrate that by sending his 
brother to her box at *the Metropolitan 
Opera house, when the former Miss Wil¬ 
son was still persona ingrata with her 
husband's family. Again he showed 
his friendship for her loM summer, 
when he trearted the Vanderbilts like 
members of a royal dynasty—only bet¬ 
ter than he treats most of them. “Not 
since Frederick the Great caused hia 
sister, whom he had appointed Lady- 
Abbess of Quedlimburg. to be received 
like a sovereign, has such a distin¬ 
guished reception been granted to a 
woman not a queen,” wrote the papers 
at the 'time, “think of Prince Henry 
calling on Mr. and Mrs. Vanderbilt 
almost daily.” 

A member of the diplomatic corps 
said to your correspondent: “Not the 
Kaiser, his court and society are de 
lighted with the prospects of number¬ 
ing Corneillus Vanderbilt among the 
representative diplomats, the official 
world, too. regards him as a desirable 
acquisition, for, though Mr. Vander¬ 
bilt rendered distinguished service to 
the Republican party, he 1 b In no sense 
a politician. Hls political activity wa* 
always conspicuous for dignity and 
high alms.” 

At the Imperial Court, diplomats of 
the rank of Ambassador and First Sec¬ 
retary of Embassy play a very large 
part, restricted only by their financial 
standing. As money will cut no figure 
In the Vanderbilt establishment to be, 
same may be pronounced a big and 
dazzling success beforehand.

Dr. Stephen Smith, surgeon-In-dhIef of 
a hoapltal In this city, has Invented a 
cure for weak eyes which Will enable ev¬ 
erybody who now uses glasses to do with¬ 
out them Befor** a number of s. entlMs 
ho demonstrated what he could do. The 
cure consists of a peculiar manipulation 
of the eye, combined with a slight surgical 
operation. 


According to the American press, 
Cornelius is a democratic young man, 
but democracy "won’t go” In Berlin. 
Here he will have to live up to the 
“dignity of his station,” and If he 
proves at all backward, the persuasive 
Emperor will doubtless prod him to 
make the most of hls position and 
money. William dearly loves display 
and has always some financially de¬ 
ranged nobles on hls list, who have 
things to sell or rent to those able to 
pay exorbitant prices. The late Will¬ 
iam Walter Phelps, though worth 
twenty millions of dollars, had some 
difficulty in finding a suitable mansion 
In Berlin. Now that American diplomats 
outrank the British and Russian va¬ 
riety. there are plenty of palaces at the 
disposal of our representatives. Mr. 
Vanderbilt can choose between the 
town residences of the Pucklers, Ho* 
henlohes and half a dozen other seml- 
royal houses—mansions that look very 
Imposing from the outside, though their 
plumbing may be sadly in need of re¬ 
pair-provided they have plumbing, for 
some noble lords have to this day dis¬ 
dained such “modern Innovations” as 
stationary bAth tubs. etc. At all events, 
Cornelius can get any palace he wants, 
beautifully furnished, too. and ten 
thousand dollars spent for sanitary Im¬ 
provements will put it in first rate or¬ 
der. It is possible, though, that the 
Prince or Count, hls landlord, may 
stipulate that he remove the plumbing 
at the expiration of the lense. 

Up to now. the first secretaries of the 
American Embassies were recipients 
rather tlmn extenders of social favors. 
Most of them had not a residence big 
enough to entertain on a large scale, 
and though their calendars were filled 
from week’s end to week's end with 
such notes as: Monday. “Reception at 
Prince Reuffelsdreck;” Tuesday. “Ball 
at Countess Saurampfer;*' Wednesday, 
“Dinner at Baron Wurstmann;’* Thurs¬ 
day, “Breakfast at the Marquis of 
Pumpernickel;” Friday. “Supper at the 
Duke of Sch\vartzbrod-K:iese;“ Satur¬ 
day. “Soiree at Hls Grace of Rhine 
Wine and Seltzer,” their “at humes” 


were few and far between. Cornelius 
will change aJl that. The Teuffels- 
droecks - Saurampfers - Wurstmanns- 
Pumpernickels - Schwartzbred-Kaeses- 
Rhlne Wine and Seltzers will learn 
through him what American hospital¬ 
ity Is, and the talk that “these Yan¬ 
kees” do not know how to live will 
cease.

Cornelius In Uniform. 


Tthe KaJser Is particularly delighted 
that Cornelius holds rank In the amvy 
as Lieutenant erf the Twelfth regl/meivt. 
Crf course, the Secretary is expected to 
wear uniform on all official occasion's, 
arid any time he is liable to meet the 
Emperor beetdes. A lieutenancy Is not 
much, to he sure, hut seeing that among 
titled person* in Gern any “rrwm begins 
wiilh trie lieutenant,” the distinction is 
not to be sneezed at. Besides, a Lieu¬ 
tenant Is easily turned into a Uolorvel. 
The newly elected Governor of New 
York need but invite Cornelius to hls 
staff and the colonel-ship is ready, gor¬ 
geous shoulder straps and all. 

At the great court functions the First 
SecreLarv of Errhissy noils ;hlrJ rank 
among thirty-six; that means there are 
tlvirty-'three classes of human beings 
below him under the Emperor's roof 
without counting the servants. The 
First Secretary l's not quite as good as 
the Emperor and hls family or the po¬ 
litical head of the State, the Chancellor, 
but may regard himself peer of the 
Princes and Dukes that u,p tb the great 
Napoleon’s time ruled a couple acres of 
German soil “by divine right.” Cor¬ 
nelius may not feel flattered, but on 
their Grace’s and Highnesses’ pirt it’s 
an awful bit of condescension, the prize 
of many years’ fighting and backbiting, 
for, while dethroned, the former toy 
monarcha have not forgotten Lhe’r erst¬ 
while sublimity and in their heart of 
hearts think themselves sky-high above 
a mere pfrebelan. even though he repre¬ 
sents a mighty Government. For Mrs. 
Vanderbilt this peershlp means an espe¬ 
cial, personal triumph. New York ven¬ 
tured to regard her as air until the very 
moment Prince Henry took her up; now 
the proudest dames of the Alnranach de 
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Gorgeous Equipage. 

Ail the Ambassadors In Berlin vl® 
with each other in the display of equip¬ 
age and fine horse flesh. Only the pres¬ 
ent incumbent of the American office 
has never cared to assert hirnse f in 
that way. though In the matter of uni¬ 
forms and gold lace (he is outdoing tha 
roprosentoitive of Chill even. Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, on hls part, promises to La 
a man after the Kaiser's heart In that 
respect. He must keep at least thirty 
carriage horses and five or six riding 
horses, not much, seeing that the Em¬ 
peror has 850 at hls disposal. At flint 
secretary he is entitled to drive with, 
four horses—these things are regulated 
by law in Germany—but already it is 
hinted that his majesty, by spec al war¬ 
rant, will permit him to drive with 
six. 

Further he intends to allow Cornelius 
to furnish hls gala coach with flocchl, 
that is, decorated straps for footmen* 
standing behind, to hang to. No ftoccfet* 
no footman, for without flocchl the 
footman would fall Into the gutter lest 
they be acrobats. Thus the unheard-of 
ftocchl-privllege really means the right 
to hire human beings .to masquerade 
In a powdered wig. silver lace coat and 
pink stockings, over cotton-stuffed 
calves, to balance behind one’s back 
on a board, one foot wide by three long. 

These Imperial favors and social priv¬ 
ileges and many more, too numeroun 
to count, while they might prove dan¬ 
gerous to a small mind, will not turn 
the head of so manly and democratic 
an American as Cornelius Vanderbilt# 
who Is liable to be amused rather thani 
to be tickled by them, but for tha 
Kaiser, hls court and all the noble 
flunkies, with and without livery, they 
have no end of significance. If tha 
courtnmrshal feel Justified In pronounc¬ 
ing the Vanderbilt family “it,” why 
Comelus will be the “it” of ’’its” wh 11 a 
It lasts.

Frank Set ala m or . who died the oth"r 
day under strange and tragic circum¬ 
stances. was a comparatively little known 
dramatist, but one whose plays, among 


succeeded In beating the record In the 
way of ftage realism. Taking advantage 
of the blow struck at the national *po rt 
hy tho "Sunday rest" law. and the popular 
demonstration* against it, he conceived 
the brilliant idea of performing Bizet’s 
"Carmen" In th** great bull ring at Val¬ 
encia with a genuine bull fight in the 
last act. A fine boast was procured, torea¬ 
dors and matadors and aJl the rest of the 
necessary outfit were engaged, and the 
bull wms slaughtered in the usual fash¬ 
ion. Never before was a production of 
"Carmen" received with so much enthu¬ 
siasm. Hero and In America we have hail 
"tank dramas" Innumerable; racing 
sceues with live horses and Jockeys, and 
fires with real fire engines, but they all 
pnk* Into insignificance compared with tho 
staging of a r^nl bull fight. Enterprising 
Impresarios on both sides of the Atlantic 
will regret that legaU obstacles will pre¬ 
vent th^m from following the astute 
Spaniard’s example and coining money 
out of the idea.

"And next night," said the other strang¬ 
er. ‘"ice hoped to be t’ckled half to death 
by Dave Warfield In The Music Master, * 
and It turned out to b*» an emotional play. 
Now we put ourselves In your ha ml*, and 
for heaven’s sake, take us where there 
Is fun." 

"All right." said the resident. "Louis 
Mann comes out to-night in ’The Second 
Fiddle.* That will he a sure thing." 

1 wondered If a single bottle of wine 
could square the account of that New- 
Yorker with his friend* after they had 
seen Mann do wet-eye acting. But It was 
I who was surprised, along with the other 
flnrt-nlghtars, who had heard that the 
hitherto funny fellow was altogether 
dolorous In the new play. It appears that 
he started like that, but had been per¬ 
suaded during a Western tour to give up 
much of h*» serious purpose and consent 
to amuse his audiences. The change 
won't make him proud, but profitable, 
while ho and Warfield keep on hoping 
each to become a famous Bhylock ab*ad 
of the other.

The *«d portions of "The Second Fid 
I die," even as reduced, are less Impressive 
1 than the actor and the author. Gordon 
Blake, expected -they could be, wdxfie the 
I Jolly portions, as reluctantly extended, 

' make the best of diversion. Americans 
1 have no deep sympathy with a dramatist 
who. when he can't get his manuscript 
I acted, would rather starve than saw 
w-ood or shovel coal. 8o the musician who 
i nidges from Vienna to Paris with his 
! op*ra has It rejected and stolen, and 
thereupon mopes hungry In a garret, Is 
not an object of our deep commiseration. 
A new twist is gt%*en to the old story. 

I however, by simultaneously sending his 
sweetheart to Paris to seek her fortune 
a* a singer In distress; for tho stea.er 
| of the opera will engage her for Its prima 
donna If she W ill marry him, and that 
I *e*m* the only way to the stage open for 
her. A good, though fnmjllar dTamaila 
' situation Is thus brought shout, and I 
I supgxum that Mann hoped to succeed with 
| dignity In the fllddJer’s rescue of the girl 
without depriving her of a debut and his 
| recovery of the opera without sacrificing 
• ts production. But I am told that he 
| didn’t. Th*> consequence la that New 
| York g**ts It In fun mostly.

The principal scene joctilarlzed 1* the 
one in a dressing room of a theater 
Mann foregoes the pathos of the unequal 
contest with the villain, turns the comedy 
Into farce, and is as laughable a* he used 
to be in Weber-Felda* burlesques. Dis¬ 
guised as a Russian count, he Jokes in a 
German dialect, with a Japanese about the 
w*ar In the Eaet. and with the stage folks 
In a quiet Tenderloin manner. The act 
as now- prceented Is about aa gny as any¬ 
thing ever ween at the BToadway Music 
Hall. Frisky chorus and ballet girls are 
on view. The Jap Is a genuine Mongol, 
serving a* a dressing maid for the leading 
Actress. He tightens her corset, button* 
up her gown up th* back, puts slippers 
on her silk-stockinged feet, and makes 
one feel like a Jcrbun'e who has sneaked 
In through the stage door and will be 
kicked out If discovered. 


The other Introductions within the week 
are four musical plays made here In 
America. One that strikes out peculiarly 
with a new use of old material Is "The 
Two Roses." In which Stanislaus Stange 
paraphrases "She Stoops to Conquer." 
with a setting of music by Ludwig Eng¬ 
lander. Stange did that kind of a Job. you 
remember, when he transformed Wych- 
erly’s old comedy of "The Country Girl" 
Into "Dolly Varden" for Lula Glaser. The 
process applied to the Goldsmith classlo 
provides a rola for Frltzl SchclT. I needn’t 
tell you that a grand opera training has 


developed Mlsw SchefTs naturally excellent 
voice to a perfection far above the aver¬ 
age of light opera prima donnas. But she 
Isn’t quite the dainty and little daredevil 
In a theater of ordinary mzo that she 
seemed in the vast auditorium of the Met¬ 
ropolitan Operahouse amidst mountainous 
embodiments of vocal splendor. Indeed, 
she is a littje too heavy In person and in 
method fof' her present occupation. This 
Stange version of "8he Stoop* to Con¬ 
quer" makes the mock barmaid a French 
girl represented to the comic opera Mar¬ 
lowe as Rose Marie. Instead of the Eng¬ 
lish Kate Hardcostle. The scene Is still 
In rural England, however, and Tony 
Lumpkin Isn’t materially changed tinder 
his alias of Ferdinand Day. 


The wit of Goldsmith has been "re¬ 
stored**— somewhat In the manner of var- 
nlnhers of old masters’ paintings— with 
"Two many cooks spoil a policeman;" a 
little later. "It takes nine tailors to make 
a man and one milliner to break him;" 
then, once more, "Getting married is like 
going to a fire—men run there ajid walk 
back." Rather good lines, eh? But "If 
you don’t smoke here you will hereafter” 
antedates. I think. Dr. Ooldsmlth’s origi¬ 
nal composition. There Is no doubt that 
tho Bcheffltes. who aro numerous and 
generally fashionable in New’ York, are 
delighted with Fritz! !n her new play. Wo 
uro soon to have Ullla,n Russell in ono 
made similarly from "The School for 
Scandal." Now that a bellwether ha* 
leaped tho wall from the ©vemlbbled pas¬ 
ture of musical comedy into another, 
where the graft* la long and green, the 
whole herd of sheep will be inclined to 
follow’ Who knows but w’e shall get 
Othello In a coon song and Desdemona In 
a cakewalk? 


Frajik Plxley has excelled Stange in htt- 
tlng on singularity for a muedcAl pieice of 


nonsense Th* extravago r.zn of "Wo*vI- 
’Mind*’ ha* humanized birds for Att its 
characters. But Pixley had a hard lime 
finding a manager who w’otild be mn- 
vlnced that It wo* a good idea. I usually 
pay no rooxv at tent Ion than ataSAegces <ii> 
to tho buslniw end of lvh>» stage, but this 
seems a readable m»e of the difficultly 
«myrantervd by tha playwright who 
strikes out In any new direction. PJxlcy 
and Gustav Ltsdcra. Ill* muetcaJ partner, 
first sold an option on their project to 
Klaw & Erlangcr. bht on reading tJia 
manuawrlfid they rhw no promise of B vfcc- 
oes* and forfeited their prepayment. The 
next offer w*as to Julian Mitchell, who 
had done wll with oddity In "Th** Wiz¬ 
ard of Oz." but he didn’t like th* HChems 
at all. At length It got into the hands of 
Henry W Savage, wiio had ?>eon embold¬ 
ened by prosperity with original Ameri¬ 
can plays, and he pu«t thi* one on th« 
stage In Boston. Tho matter wasn't in 
good order, tho company wasn’t suitabl* 
and *the immediate result wasn’t satisfac¬ 
tory The manager* of three Now’ York 
th**Lters went to see If It wu* w^orth giv¬ 
ing time to and rejected U without hesi¬ 
tation. Bu»t Savage put hi* mind and hli 
mon**y Into improvements, and now th* 
MitertaJnmcnit ix far «nd away the best 
of the new* five that have <x»mo Into 
Broadway thla week. Originality pay*— 
sometime*.

In the Metropolitan Museum Where 
Quaint Types of Copyists 
Congregate. 


COPYING AS AN INDUSTRY.

“We call this place the morgue,’’ said 
an art student who copies pictures at 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art. In 
New York, as he showed a friend into 
a room In the basement of the Museum. 

In this room the copies of famous 
pictures which have been begun by 
students, and left at the Museum un¬ 
finished. are stored. There are stacks 
of them, leaning up against the wails, 
or placed neatly In the racks, or flung 
In plies upon the floor. 

“How many are there here alto¬ 
gether^” the student was asked. 

“Hundreds — thousands — nobody 
knows how many!” he replied. These 
dust-covered, half-finished failures are 
hardly ever claimed. Many of them 
ha\e been here for years. I suppose 
In pvery case the artist started the 
work with high hopes, but got discour¬ 
aged and disillusioned as he—or. mire 
likely, she—went on.

Fair.* but looking for It seemed to be 
an endless task.

By this 
time the audience !* looking up her name 
in the bill md asking where she comes 
from. Still further along she eurns three 
or four encores with a simple ditty about 
a boy falling In love with a doll In a 
window, and for a final achievement she 
gets six or eight without apparent effort 
with the ornate vocalism of a Scotch 
ballad. By this time she Is the princi¬ 
pal of the company, although the pro- 
gr tmme doesn't Intimate auch a thing. 

The Junior rounders disperse In the be¬ 
lief that they themselves have discov¬ 
ered a treasure which the managers 
didn’t know of. Of course. Corlnne Is no 
genius; but she has played thirty years 
in comic opera* and burlesques, In all 
kinds of theaters except those of upper 
Broadway; she knows everything that can 
be done In the role of such a frolicsome 
boy ns she personates In the present case 
and how to do It; and If nature had put 
a pretty face on her she wouldn't have 
been away from New York so long that 
to the new generation *he Is a revela¬ 
tion.

This Is the second time of trying “A 
China Doll.** Those two play-Smlths— 
Harry B. and Robert B.—have written It 
over again since It* flr*t time In Phila¬ 
delphia. Presumably It Is better than It 
was; indeed. It Is good enough now In a 
suit, sure way. The new Jokes are of a 
kind that have never falk-d of laughter; 
the songs are on themes that folks like 
from habit; the trick of a live girl in 
place of a mechanical doll has been 
played too long to be rejected now, and 
who expects to see the llnal Chinese or 
Jupaneee extravaganza? As to Alfred E. 
Aaron's music, it isn't his really, but be¬ 
longs to a hundred composers, and is 
patched together so deftly that some of 
the tunes begin with a bar from one 
source and end with a bar from an¬ 
other. They Jingle much and Jangle little 
in melodious rearrangement. 


A brand-new trick In this show fools a 
large part of the audience funnily. The 
doll Is an automatic chess player seated 
on a box. Adeic Rafter, the girl sub¬ 
stituted for the figure, is a pretty little 
thing. Her roguish fae* I* all alive. and 
her graceful arms are us surely animate; 
but the kgs are muscular, with big feet, 
and they never s»Ur as they lie crossed; 
yet few seem to doubt that they are 
Adele’s Own members, deformed In the 
cause of dramatic art. 80 th*rr fs amaze, 
ment when she steps out or the tlummv 
on her own genuine leg*, leaving the 
property man’s ugly counterfeit* behind 
her.

Out of the Ordinary. 

During last winter two copyists who 
w*ere quite out of the usual run work¬ 
ed at the museum. They were sweet- 
fuoed nuns from a Western convent. 
The elder, about thirty-flve years of 
ago. chose for her subject Gabriel Max’s 
“Last Token of a Christian Martyr.’* 
which represents a young girl in a den 
of tigers. This Is, of all pictures, the 
one that a nun might be expected to 
copy and take back to her Western 
convent to hang upon the walls there in 
order to teach the lessons of resigna¬ 
tion. 

The younger nun. a girl of about 
twenty, with a Madonna-llke face an^ 
a sweet, low voice, chose for her pic¬ 
ture one on the wall directly opposite 
| to the “Last Token”—Bouguereau’s 
“Brother and Sister.*' 

These nuns attracted considerable at¬ 
tention from the copyists and visitors 
because they applied themselves with 
diligence to their task, which the aver¬ 
age copyist seldom does. The way those 
calm. Intelligent women copied the pic¬ 
tures In six weeks’ time was a marvel 
to «all who observed their work. Their 
drawings were absolutely correct and 
their colorings dear. Those tw*o copks 
are conceded to be about the best ever 
made in the museum.

Where Do They GoP 








Where do the copies go? Nobody 
seems to know. If you ask a reputable 
dealer whether he has any copies of fa¬ 
mous paintings for sale he will reply In 
the negative and add that he hits no 
call for them. But If you ask the 
copyist you will always get the proud 
reply: “1 am doing It on a commis¬ 
sion.’’ 

Success seldom comes to the copyist. 
Indeed, there has only been one really 
distinguished American copyist—the 
late J. Wells Champney He did some 
ambitious work as an original artist, 
but his fame rested mainly upon t.he 
excellence of his copies of famous pic¬ 
tures. Many better artists than he, 
however, have failed w*hen they tried 
to copy. 

"Copying, as It Is done In public gal¬ 
leries. like the Metropolitan Museum, is 
Just a big waste of lime,” said a suc¬ 
cessful and experienced painter. 

“The way the copyist* work makes It 
impossible for them to succeed. They 
cannot learn anything. They are al¬ 
ways watched by the public, and under 
such circumstances It Is Impossible for 
any artist to do proper work. They ore 
much too self-conscious, as they can¬ 
not help being when they are stared 
at.”

ER SOUTHERN STATES. 


Quaint Types of Copyists. 

Among the iiopylsts at the Metro¬ 
politan Museum, aa in all big picture 
galleries, there are some quaint types 
to be seen. 

“There Is an old tvoman who comes 
here nearly every day when copying 
Is allowed.” said one of the attendants. 
“I have noticed her scores of times, but 
I never yet saw her working She trots 
up and down the galleries with her 
easel under one arm and her painting 
materials In the other hand, but she 
never takes her stand before a picture 
ar.d starts to copy It. She Inspect* the 
Pictures of the greatest painters with a 
critical eye. a* If she Is wondering 
whether they are really worth while 
wasting time over. 1 suppose there is 
such a wealth of material here that 
she cannot make up her mind what to 
copy. She has been coming here regu- 1 
larly for years, but I doubt whether she 
has copied a alngle picture.'* 

A year or so ago there was a Copyist I 
at the Museum who caused a good deal 
of interest und amusement to his fel- ' 
low-workers. He was a little old man 
of the conventional artistic type, so I 
far a.® appearances went: but he wus 
an undertaker by profession. 

He had made money In that grim | 
line of business, but all his thoughts 
were centered upon art. As soon as he 
could afford to do ao. he retired from 
business and devoted his leisure to 
painting—or rather, to dreaming about 
painting. 

Month after month he visited the 
Museum on every copying day and sat 
before a famous religious picture. Yet 
he made but little progress as the day* 

f >as«ed. He always seemed to be mlx- 
ng his paints or sitting In a rapt atti¬ 
tude. gazing In adoration at the beauti¬ 
ful picture upon the wall. 

Other artists, as time went on, wmuid 
want to copy the same picture. The 
museum authorities only allow one ctpy 
to la? made af a time. 

“When do you think you will get 
your copy finished?” one of them would 
ask him. growing impatient. 

“Aren't you tired of your task?” an¬ 
other. more sympathetic than the first, 
might say. 

The old man w*ould turn to them with 
« look of pity, and with that melan¬ 
choly smile which hod earned for him 
his reputation and money as an under¬ 
taker. 

“Don’t you know that the great mas- 


The subjects chosen by the average 
copyist are most unsuited to his or her 
small modicum of artistic knowledge 
arid talent With many of the best 
paintings In the world to choose from, 
she—for the copyist Is usually a woman 
—will select some wretched Httle stlll- 
Mfe picture, a bunch of grapes or a posy 
of dowel’s. If she does not do this, she 
will try to copy one of VaJesquez* pic¬ 
tures. Velasquez is the subtlest of all 
painters, and the beauty of his work 
lies mainly In his wonderful handling 
of light and shade. The best artists 
would not dare to try to copy him, but 
a young girl who him had a dozen les¬ 
sons at an art school ha* no qualms. 

Rosa Bonheur’s “Horse Fair" hu* a 
strange fascination for copyists. It Is 
no uncommon thing to see a tiny Httle 
woman who stands about four feet ten 
and weighs about 100 pounds copying 
this huge picture and dashinipdhe paint 
on the gigantic canvas very much a* 
If she were a man with a whitewash 
brush; while a tall, corpulent lodv will 
be perched alongside of her on top of 
a pair of steps, making a copy of a tiny 
picture of a bunch of flowers. The copy¬ 
ist Invariably selects a picture which l* 
the absolute antithesis of her person¬ 
ality.

Paintings By the Yards. 


You never see an artist of repute 
making copies in the galleries. Scene- 
time* y\>u may meet one there who 
has been u good man at his craft, but 
who. for various reaeons, ha* come 
down In the w'orld. and is now glad 
to make his bread and butter by any 
kind of hackwork. Such a man usual¬ 
ly feels degraded by going to a pub¬ 
lic gallery to make a copy. Rightly 
or wrongly, he !>eilevea that he has 
reached the lowest rung In the pro¬ 
fessional ladder. 

An artist who is now successful and 
well known once worked for h Arm of 
picture dealers who bought and sold 
paintings literally by the yard. He 
was a quick •worker, and would turn 
out as many as fourteen or fifteen 
landscapes in a day for a dollar apiece. 
He used to paint on an “endless roll*' 
canvas, and then cut the pictures 
apart with a pair of shears. 

There are several Arms In New York 
who turn out pictures by the thousand 
to be so hi In the small cities and coun¬ 
try tow-n* to people who know nothing 
about art, but can adnrire gaudy color¬ 
ing and a nmorivg gilt frame. 

The men who make the&e pictures 
work In cellars by gaslight for a pit¬ 
tance of about $10 a week. Most of 
them have been good painters In their 
time, and they are good copyists. They 
copy from anything—old prints, steel 
engravings, p’alntlng*. and even Illus¬ 
trated papers. Sometime* their em¬ 
ployer* send them to the Metropolitan 
Museum to copy well-known picture*. 
The oopleo are put In big gilt frame* 
and taken out to the smaller cities.

GEORGIA LED ALL LAST YEAR. 


Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 26.—[Special.] 
—Despite the Impression which has 
long prevailed not only In Tennessee, 
but throughout the entire country, 
that this State, and particularly the 
mountainous section of It, is the nat¬ 
ural home of the ’’moonshiner,” and 
that the streams which descend from 
the mountains in the eastern division 
are flavored with the juice of com or 
distilled apples, the records of the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Department for the 
last thirteen years show that there 
have been fewer distilleries seized In 
Tennessee than In any other sactlon 
where “moonshining” Is carried on to 
any extent. , The remark that the 
chief output of the eastern section of 
the State Is “moonshine llcker'* Is thor¬ 
oughly discounted by the facta. 

The popular impression that the of¬ 
fice of jin Internal revenue deputy is 
one of the most hazardous and dan¬ 
gerous occupations in the world, and 
that the murder of a revenue official 
is a common occurrence doe3 not seem 
altogether justified by the official sta¬ 
tistics. either. During the past thirteen 
years only twelve revenue officers have 
been killed throughout the entire Uni¬ 
ted States. Thl* Is less than one a 
year. During 'hat period only twenty- 
six have been wounded. These statis¬ 
tics cover the years from 1881 to 1803 in¬ 
clusive. For the year ending June 30, 
1903, there was not a single employe 
of the Internal revenue service killed 
or wounded. This statement Is further 
emphasized when It l* known that dur¬ 
ing-that year there were 1.396 arrests 
for violations of the Internal revenue 
law*, the largest ever mode during any 
vear since the establishment of the de¬ 
partment. In 1903 there were 1.388 
stills seized. # 

False Impression. 



The Impression that Illicit distilleries 
were more numerous In Tennessee than 
elsewhere and their owners more des¬ 
perate than In neighboring State* is 
thoroughly exploded by a reference to 
the statistics of every collector’s dis¬ 
trict In the United States. During the 
year ending June 80. 1908. the la»t for 
which accurate statistics are obtain¬ 
able. there were only forty-six llUoit 
distilleries seized and destroyed in the 
two collocutors’ districts of this State. 
During the same year 621 wer* seized 
and destroyed In the State of Georgia 
aJone. Other districts wnlch exceed the 
number for Tennessee during this year 
are a* follows: Alabama. 112; Eighth 
Kentucky. 63; Fourth North Carolina, 
176; Fifth North Carolina. 112; South 
Carolina. 90; Sixth Virginia. 62. Even 
In the State of New Yr*rk. where the 
average person would least expect to 
And the moonshiner there were twenty- 
nine Illicit distilleries seized, or two- 
thirds the number In Tennessee. Geor¬ 
gia, during 1903 led all the other States 
In the number of arrests for violation 
of the internal revenue laws, more than 
two-thirds of the 1.396 arrest* during 
that year being credited to that State. 
In the Second or East Tennessee dis¬ 
trict there were twenty-four nrrems. 
and In the Fifth district of this State 
but eight were made In 1903. 

Not only did Georgia lead all the 
States during 1903, but this is the case 
for every year during the poat ten 
During that period from one-fourth to 
one-half the distilleries reported seized 
have been credited to Georgia, and It 
ha* furnished from one-fourth to two- 
thirds of the arrests. During the fiscal 
year 1903 less than t per cent, of the 
Illicit distilleries seized were in Ten¬ 
nessee. The average for other years is 
practically the came.

Very Few Seizures. 

With two exceptions the number of 
distLllerles *eized during the year 19-3 
was less than It has been for any year 
since 1894, although the statistics show 
that more arrest* were made during 
that period than In any other year. The 
number of distilleries eeized varlea 
greatly each year, but there ha* been 
an almost steady Increase In the num¬ 
ber of persons arrested. For the thir¬ 
teen years from 1891 to 1903 Inclusive. 
there were 19.854 distilleries seized in j 
the United State* and 9,692 arrests were 
made. The greatest number of seizure* 
were made In 1898. w hen 2.391 stills were 
destroyed and removed. This was also 
the year of greatest casualties to the 
officers and employee uf the revenue 
service, seven being killed and wound¬ 
ed. During only two yeats of the past 
thirteen, 1900 ard 1803, have there been 
no casualties reported in the service. 
In 1901 alx were killed and wounded. 

The argument has been advanced 
that although the statistics show that 
In Georgia. Alabama. Virginia, North 
nnd South Carolina and Kentucky the 
Illicit distHleriee are many times nwie 
numerous than In Tennessee, It does 
not necessarily follow that such Is 
actually the caae, the theory being that 
the law* are more thoroughly enforced 
In the States mentioned than In this 
State. This Idea is fallacious, however, 
because the law’s are practically ad¬ 
ministered by the same men throughout 
the United State*. The capture of II- 
Uck distilleries and the arrest of the 
proprietors of them arc In charge 
of the Revenue Agents’ division 
of the Department of Internal Rev¬ 
enue. Under the rules of the divi¬ 
sion the agents are being constantly 
transferred from one district to an¬ 
other. so that the Inference that the 
difference in the number of arrests 1 * 
due to lack of diligence on the part of 


As Is well known, the Second Tennes- 
! see district is composed of the counties 
' of Eaat Tennessee, much of which is 
very mountainous, the kind of territory 
In which the moonshiner 1* generally 
Buppoeed to flourish, yet In this dis¬ 
trict las* year only thirty-three Illicit 
stills were captured ami but twenty- 
four arrest* were made, about three 
times the number made In the Fifth 
district. In 1900. of the forty-four ar¬ 
rest* made in Tennessee, but tw’enty- 
elght were made In the J£astem dis¬ 
trict. 

Although tkere have been compara¬ 
tively few urrvets made In Tennessee, 
am! the number of seizures Is consid¬ 
erably less than those made In neigh¬ 
boring State*, the Beene of several of 
the bloodiest battle* In the history of 
the department between the revenue 
officials and the moonshiner* has been 
In Tennessee. During the past twenty 
year* several of the bravest officials In 
the service have met death or been 
seriously wounded In Tennessee In the 
discharge of their duty. In the late 
eighties Jim Davl#, one of the most 
fearless and efficient men ever known 
to the service, was fired ui>on from am¬ 
bush at the foot of the Ben Lomond 
mountain, in Warren county, and fair¬ 
ly riddled with bullets, dying within a 
few hours. 

Probably the most fatal and des¬ 
perate battle ever fought between the 
officers and moonshiners took place In 
Lincoln county, In 1892. A* a result of 
the encounter three members of the 
posse wore killed or mortally wounded. 
They were Creed Cradwell. S. D. Math¬ 
ew*’and Joe Spurrier. The latter was 
fatally wounded, and died within a 
short time after the fight. I Age Pat¬ 
rick. a member of the lawless band, 
was killed In the fusila.de of shoU which 
passed from the posse Into the nmbimh 
from which the Are of the wildcatters 
was directed. 

• • • 

Last Killing. 

In April, 1899. while assisting In a 
raid on a wildcat still in the Pigeon 
River country, right ot the North Car¬ 
olina line. Deputy Sheriff Dawson, of 
Cocke county, was shot and fatally 
wounded from ambush. The scene of 
the tragedy wa* near the Little Pigeon 
river, In one of the most picturesque 
part* of East Tennessee. 

In a flght with Jim Brrtzandine. Dep¬ 
uty Marshal received a severe wound, 
the trouble occurring near Gallatin, in 
1902. Deputy Collectors John W. Hall 
and D. Swann W'ere both shot, the 
former fatally, at Long’s distillery, on 
January 5 . 1898. the year of greatest fa¬ 
talities In the service. In effecting his 
esoapo from the Sheriff of Clay county, 
Siiim Smith, one of Kentucky’s famous 
moonshiner*, shot and seriously wound¬ 
ed Deputy Sheriff Bten. at CeMna, on 
October 28. 1695. Possernan Corder 

Mackie and Deputy Marshal Price were 
wounded In a raid In Putnam county, 
the latter dlfabled for life, on July 23. 
1901. Thb* Is the last encounter in 
Tennessee between the officers and dis¬ 
tillers In which revenqe officers w’ere 
wounded. Joe Thomas,’who wvis killed 
some tw'o years ago In Putnam coun- 
I ty. I* the last victim accredited to the 
| moonshiners. He wtis a witness in & 
vitae and w'as shot down one morning 
on his way to Cookeville.

SCIENCE NOTES. 

Nonignitable Flannelette. 

Some time ago an article was publish¬ 
ed in these columns In reference to 
•‘nonignitable flannelette.” a new* cloth, 
the invention of an Englishman. At a 
meeting of a society of dyers in Man¬ 
chester. England, a paper was read 
in which the writer claimed that ti¬ 
tanic acid (the oxide of titanium) pos¬ 
sesses remarkable fireproofing proper¬ 
ties, and evidence w*as produced In th* 
shupe of experiments by the reader of 
the paper. He look, for instance, some 
pieces of flannelette which had been 
treated with tltaivk* acid and put a 
lighted match to them. The incipient 
lire In the material smouldered and 
went out, refusing to burst into a flame. 
The experiment* r ritried that sU n- 
rVfinvmnble textiles could thus be render¬ 
ed fireproof and that dying, boiling or 
washing would not remove the add, 
It becoming, in flaot. an integral part 
of the fabric.

CRADLE IN WHICH GEORGE 
WASHINGTON WAS ROCKED. 


RIVERS AND HARBORS BILL 


Meeting of Committee To Be Called 
Early In Week To Begin 
Its Preparation. 


THE I MARINE COMMISSION. 


Washington, Nov. 26.—[Special.]—In 
his report made public to-day Gen. Ad- 
na H. Chaffee, chief of staff of the 
army, produces a formidable array of 
testimony in favor of the army canteen, 
where beer and light wines axe sold to 
fidkllers os a means of keeping the men 
away from low dives and saloons and 
keeping them sober and respectable. 
Gena. Baldwin, Willi aim M. Leo. Car¬ 
ter, Wade. Corbin, Barry and Burton 
all favor the canteen. Gen. Chaffee 
thinks, also, that Congress made a mis¬ 
take in abolishing the canteen. He say * 
of the effect produced by the act of 
Congress of February 2. 1901, abolish¬ 
ing the canteen: 

”RJno© then the Department’s atten¬ 
tion has been frequently and in many 
w&ye called to this subject, and to the 
effect that Instead of reasonable con¬ 
trol, modifications, and material re¬ 
formation In the matter of Intemper¬ 
ance among the dlasa of men specified, 
and their improvement morally, in dis¬ 
cipline, and In contentment, results of 
the opposite nature have responded to 
the most recent decision.’* 

Of desertions, which are abnormally 
numerous, Qen. Chaffee hoe this to 
ray: 

“The number of desertions from the 
army this year was 5.878. In nearly all 
ruses the men stated they had found 
the service different from their expecta¬ 
tions; that a soldier’s life was not what 
had been anticipated before entry there¬ 
in. and hence a cause of dissatisfac¬ 
tion. which eventuated In desertion.”

"The cradle Is made of mahogany,” 
he says, “and stands upon long spindle 
legs albout the height of an ordinary 
bedstead. It Is a very antique affair, 
and must have been an expensive cra¬ 
dle, for In those days the family was 
rich and prosperous, and the young 
heir df Augustine Washington and Ma¬ 
ry Bail was well provided for in his 
babyhood approach. Gen. Washington 
was much attached to this one piece 
of furniture and had it carefully saved 
at Mt. Vernon. Park (htrtis, his adopt¬ 
ed son. tells us the General often show¬ 
ed It to his friends end relatives, and 
they usually enjoyed a hearty laugh 
at the amusing picture which he gave 
them as he described Its use and his¬ 
tory. After Gen. Washington died the 
cradle was handed down In the family, 
and It is now In the old Lyles house, 
near Georgetown, D. C.

The United States boat the Cumber¬ 
land and the Steamer Ltneh&n were 
used to carry the excursionists an I 
these were a«reompan1ed by a flotilla 
of smaller craft, containing private 
parties. 

The boats reached Lock 1 shortly 
after 10 o’clock and here the principal 
exercises took place. About 400 people 
were present, 200 having gone flown by 
private conveyances, when Gen. G P 
Thurston, of the river commission, who 
acted as master of ceremonies, took the 
stand. He explained the purpose of 
the celebration and was followed by 
President Bryan and MTTJ. Newcomer In 
short talks. MaJ. Newcomer said the 
lock was ready for navigation, and MaJ. 
Williams accepted It on behalf of the 
city of Nashville. Former Oov. Mc- 
Mlllln, Congressman Gaines and former 
Congressman Washington followed 
with short speeches. 

The boats then proceeded to Lock A, 
forty miles down the river, stopping at 
Ashland City for a quantity of barbe¬ 
cue. which was part of the luncheon 
served on board.

London, Nov. 2$.—A dispatch to a 
nerws agency from St. Petersburg says 
that an Imperial rescript has been is¬ 
sued which relieves Admiral Alexieff 
from the office of Viceroy of the Far 
Bast. The rescript dwells on the Ad¬ 
miral’s past service* and awaids to him 
the decoration of the Order of St. 
George, third degree. 

INACTION OF ARMIES 

May Mean a Complete Suspension of 
Hostilities Until Spring. 

Mukden. Nov. 20. via Pekin. Nov. 26. 
—The lapse of six weeks without light¬ 
ing on any large scale, confirming the 
belief that the opposing armies have 
relaxed for the winter, together with 
the unexpected demonstration of force 
which the Russians have been able to 
make since the depletion of their army 
as the result of the fighting on the 
Shakhe river, emphasizes conclusively 
the failure of the Japanese to prevent 
the assembly of a large Russian army 
in Manchuria before spring, thus de¬ 
feating the strategy of the Japanese 
and their most plausible plans for the 
earliest occupation of Manchuria. 

This outcome, taken In connection 
with the general situation, appears to 
guarantee that with the opening of 
spring ..there will begin a contest far 
more terrible than any yet fought, and 
points to the termination of the war 
In the next campaign. It. is still pos¬ 
sible that there will be a general attack 
during the winter, but the weather Is 
now broken and uncertain and seem¬ 
ingly renders It impossible for the 
troops of either army to ubandon their 
present shelters. 

Gradual alterations have taken place 
in the different departments of the Rus¬ 
sian army since the abolition of the 
viceroys Wy. us Alexieff’s partisans have 
returned to Europe with him. 

, The hostltlltles are now characterized 
by Individual effort* of a most daring 
and dangerous character. One outcome 
of the close relations between the Rus¬ 
sians and jHpajtese along the Shakhe 
river has been the occasional blowing 
up of houses by the opposing outposts. 

The Chinese authorities have taken 
preliminary steps to bring grain from 
the North and tio store It for the use 
of the starving farmers arid villagers. 
This action wa* brought xibout by the 
destitution which Is prevalent for sotn* 
twenty miles behind the Russian army, 
which Is the main dependence of the 
inhabitants throughout the urea occu¬ 
pied by the armies to the mountains 
In the East and also to Slitfnit>t4n and 
other neutral soli. 

Except for the troops the depopula¬ 
tion along the Russian |>o»ition seems 
to be complete and the villages are be¬ 
ing rapidly obliterated.

“The actual proposition,” said the 
court, “consist* of an offer to pay debts 
with worthless stock, the acceptance of 
which Involves a heavy personal liabil¬ 
ity. For Instance, a creditor for $1,000 
would be forced to accept eleven shares 
of the stock, worth I2.7n. and be per¬ 
sonally liable for $1,100.” 

The firm of W. K. Woodend <v C o 
was thrown into involuntary ba. krupt- 
oy several month* ago by it* creditors. 
Schedules subsequently filed showed 
liabilities of $227.0<X). with practl aily no 
assets. Immediately following the fail¬ 
ure Dr. Woodend was * spelled from the 
Consolidated Stock Exchange. Some , 
time ago the business was reorganized 
Into a stock company, with a capital 
stock of $400,000. divided into 4.000 
shares, of which 1.KO0 are common and 
2.600 preferred. The articles of incor¬ 
poration provide that only th* holders 
of the common stock slvall have voting

W ILAT has become of all the 
money wagered at the raco 
track? under the control of the 
Jockey Club this year? Tho 
question has been repeatedly asked by 
turfmen in the past tw'o mouths. Ftw 
have been able to gfv«* a satisfactory an¬ 
swer. 

Actxmllng to some of the lH*»t Informed 
mon. the bookmakers, especially tho mem¬ 
bers of the iClotropcfiltan Tnrf Asaxtatlon, 
liave 1>een luud hit, yet it is a common 
complaint that the public or re (her the 
talent has also suffered a series of un¬ 
usual reverses. If both the bookmakers 
and the regulur players have lost, it is 
but natural to ask who has the money? 

Every one of tihe reeling j asocial*, rma 
operating on tho Metropolitan circuit has 
coined m.»ru>>. The artCTidam'e has been 
large. In some rases aJl previous records 
having be^n broken. The stockholders in 
thr t\iee trucks on: sure of big dividends. 

Much of the profits ^erned by the big 
tracks In. which August Belmont, VV. K. 
YanderblJt. tho Whitney estate and other 
mllionalr** turfmen are Interewuvi will go 
Dowuid I mi Id mg the new Belm*mt Park 
race track down on Hrmpstrad Plain?, 
uhk'h will l»r rc-ady for racing next 
spring. Tho fact uhat tbl* magnJficent 
race Course will bo cotistructod ut an out¬ 
lay o»? several million dollar* may bo 
Liken as evidence of. tho great profits to 
be (hods out of the iport of kings. 

Tho bulk of the ' VBluaible stakes/ and 
putmM has been won this year by a few 
wealthy ownets. James R. Keene, H. B. 
Duryea, In whost name the WhlLuoy 
horses nave been running all the season; 
Sydney Paget. repre^vLtig James B. 
Huggin; E. R Thomas ami a few others 
luiv* l>e*n the most successful in this re- 
iqjeet. while many of the smaller owners 
have exi»erlenced pretit y hard sledding 

But of the rich men on the turf there 
Is one who has met with disaster, which 
culminated in the sale of his racing 
stable and hi* temporary withdrawal 
from the turf. This is John A. Drake, 
who admits that th** game has been too 
much for film. „ . . 

Mr. Drake's falfiK** to bent the book¬ 
makers fins been In tfi»* nature of a sur- 
pi is** to many regulars. His horses, 
particularly Ort Weils, a 170.000 stake 
winner, were all winners mote or less. 
They were prepared for their races by 
Enoch Wtehard. one of the shrewdest of 
trainers Mr. Drake was always on hand 
to bet on them whenever they wero 
worthy of hie support. 

Both Mr Drake and his bosom friend, 
John W Gates, possessed the best Infor¬ 
mation at tne race track. But what was 
th** result of their operations? When word 
was passed around toward the end of the 
fall meeting at Sheepshosd Bay that Mr. 
Drake Intended to sell his horses and that 
Mr. Gates had other business that wou.d 
keep him away from the track It was 
generally reported thnt between them 
they were losers on the season to the ex- 
tnr uf $200,000. It Is declared to be a fact 
that «m one day alone they dropped moie 
than $100,000, placed on three horses. I*ady 
Amelia, Ort Wells um! Councilman. And 
It is understood that they were never 
aide to recoup. 

This incident occurred nt a time when 
there wns a general wall from the book¬ 
makers to the effect, that they did not 
care to handle any more big money, al¬ 
though at th** same time they complained 
that the clubhouse commissioners, by 
making book themselves Instead Of bring¬ 
ing wagers to the betting ring, were 
kc« ping much “soft velvet" away from 
the layers' satchel*. Tt was ateo a fact 
that some of tho best known bookmakers 
who had won the Imake-Gates thouiumds 
took measures to prevent these spectacu¬ 
lar plungers from betting further with 
tb*m with the Idea of recovering their 
losses.

With the Drake-Gat*-* J*nnk roll swal¬ 
lowed up In a big gulp, the bookmakers 
still sat up the cry that they were ex¬ 
periencing a string of hard luck that was 
a roeord*breaker. One after another the 
biggest bookmakers either stopped btis.- 
ness entirely or operated so closely that 
the public at large had Jittle or no chanc* 
to win unything when the choice* came 
home In front. 

Even George Wheelock. president of 
the Metropolitan Turf Association, and 
one of tho richest layers on the turf, tired . 
of the gam** and ceased to handle the 
chalk early In the summer. Since thut 
time he hua been playing the hors * from 
the ground. . ^ 

But nobody would be*. I eve that George 
Wbaetock wrtv> goes a'bout in a hlgn- 
prlc*d automobile. Is a lo*#r on the year. 
N it her wfiil racegoers take stock In the 
report that Sol Uctotensteln. a crafty 
jKMieiler, is one of those n»n who can¬ 
not lose. . , 4 . A . 

He is the kirix of the ring in that he 
makes the prices on each race and the 
other books copy them. There* have been 
mnnv times past Fhcn h* lias put up 
prices against favorite* which had been 
readily copied and has refused to accept 
bets himself while hla agents have bur. 
rieri through the ring gobbing up his 
prices displayed tn tbv other books. Lich¬ 
tenstein has always been a heavy bettor 
and for this reason he may have had 
some crimps put in bis chubby bonk roll, 
but In the long run it la seldom that be 
doe* not wml up a campaign on the 
turf with a balance on the right side of 
the ledger. # , #

W ITH the general demand by the 
American League patrons for 
Increase In batting, several 
propositions are likely to be 
introduced at the annual baseball meet¬ 
ing in Chicago next month which will 
bring the desired result. 

The club owners of the organisation, 
headed by Ban B. Johnson, are a unit 
In declaring against the foul atrlke rule. 
With the club owners determined that 
this rule shall be eliminated, and backed 
by the demands of thousands of the en¬ 
thusiasts. this league can ill afford to let 
tht matter go unnoticed, even though a 
majority of the managers wish to retain 
the regulation. It is the general public 
that keeps the game going and places the 
money 4n the coffers of the club owners 
so that .«alarha can he pa;d, and the gen¬ 
eral public has something to say at 
times. 

For two years the American League has 
given the foul strike rule a thorough 
trying out, and it has been found want¬ 
ing. This wna proved especially last sea¬ 
son by the large number of 1 to 0 or 3 to 
2 scores. Still, before the American 
Lxigue takes radical steps, it must be 
remembered that the rule has Its advan¬ 
tage*. Before its enactment a clever hat¬ 
ter could knock out fouls until he got a 
ball that exactly suited him. Durmg the 
last two years a pitcher bent all his en¬ 
ergies toward throwing an unhtttable 
strike ball, after two strikes, including 
fouls, had been registered. The frequent 
successes that attended this effort are 
responsible for the few* base hits totaled 
In comparison with the number in evi¬ 
dence before the foul strike rule came 
Into existence. 

In some quarters the uropositlon has 
been made to handicap pitchers by In¬ 
creasing the pitching distance. Any men¬ 
tion of such an innovatkffi has always 
met w\th a bitter opposition by the 
twirlers. who axe a unit In believing 
that they now labor under all the Imndi- 
cnis* they can handle. They advance the 
nrgumi nt that all the present day twirlers 
have been drilled In the «rt of pltcnlng 
the regulation distance of sixty feet, and 
that an Increase In the distance W’ould 
mean the rwnatton of ji majority of 
them, it would take years, they say, to 
train a new enrp of twlrlers who could 
gauge a new distance and develop their 
muscles so that they could stand the 
Increased strain It Is stated, further¬ 
more, that th»* Innovation would necessi¬ 
tate on Increase lit the number of pitch¬ 
ers to carried by e»ach club. 

The greatest weakness in 'the national 
£:ime at present Is »n the pitching depart¬ 
ment. and any .eglsl&tlon compelling the 
use of more pitchers would only tend to 
weaken the game In Its entirety. 

Placing a pitcher further back In the 
d'amonil than at present would also 
change the method of covering various 
plays, protably for the W’Cinse. It would 
require the third and first basemen to 
handle nearly ail bunts to the left or rlgOvt 
field, and the pitcher would eneroaeti on 
the territory of the shortstop, who would 
therefore, have u> play further outfield 
and toward third base. 

A frUggestlon has been made to elim*n.ut > 
bunt hits or to per.tu.lze the failure to 
burnt successfully. This may be all right 
for the National 'I^eoguv. but the Ameri¬ 
can l/eegue* patrons have been cduca'ied 
to seeing some clever bunting, as wed! as 
ether kinds of batting. What the Ameri¬ 
can league people wish is to see more 
batting. 

At the present time the pitchers have 
a dIs: 1 not advantage over th*» batter, anj 
It Is becoming tires.*roe to watch two und 
thr*e-bit games. What remedies the Amer¬ 
ican league will support is hard to say, 
but this is quite positive, the agreement 
with the National league to observe t'he 
foul-strike rule ia Ukel> to be abrogated. 
A further handicapping of th** pitcher 
may also result. espevbtT.y by giving the 
batter his base on three bulls Instead of 
four. Some of the leading American 
l>eaguv pitchers offer as a compromise 
that the first foul be called a strke un¬ 
less a strike has t>een gained on the bat¬ 
ter before, and this will give the batter 
two chances At the ball instead of one, 
as according to the new rule. This sug¬ 
gestion Is <-ild to meet the favor of sev¬ 
eral of the magnates. This much Is cer¬ 
tain, something must be dotu to Increase 
the batting in the national game. True, 
the patronage was tho best the jwuft sea¬ 
son. but ibis was due to the closeness 
if the moe Ncn only the Cleveland club, 
but other teams In the American League, 
will be benefited by the elimination of 
his obnoxious rule. It is now "up to' r 
the magnates.

Michaels, familiarly known n© the 
“Welsh Rarebit, ’ wus probably the 
greatest bicyclist the world has known. 
He remained champion nt various dis¬ 
tances fm* a greater length of time and 
; woti more race© of note than any other 
wheelman-. Hte tmall stature and boy¬ 
ish face helped to rouke his performances 
the mer© notable, and his reputation was 
worldwide. 

Mlch.v “ wa* bom In Aberamax*. Wales, 
twentj-JU'veit years ar.*' He started rid¬ 
ing In ISfH, winning the championship In 
Cardiff. He discontinued Ills Job a© a 
butcher boy In order to take up cycling, 
and 1*1© wonderful ©peed nt home gave 
him courage to visit England In 1S95, 
where he captured fixst honor© in every 
eveut. During IhKfi the diminutive cyclist 
wus Hie* champion of France, and after 
defeating all th- crook rider© came to 
America In the fall ond ecor**d a notabi© 
victory over Ktarbutk at the Quill Club 
meet.

RUSSELS, Nov. 17.—What must 
be one of the oddest schools in 
the world exists in Belgium for 
the purpose of teaching every¬ 
thing connected with the business of 
fishing. Fishing—the deep-sea kind—is 
one of the most important industries of 
this country, and at the Fishery School, 
which is located at Ostend. and which, 
oddly enough, is conducted by a Cath¬ 
olic priest, boys are trained to be ex¬ 
pert fishermen. Just as they might be 
trained to be experts in any other pro¬ 
fession. 

This little country—so wide-awake 
that she surely might adopt the weasel 


as her emblematical animal in the me¬ 
nagerie of European national lions, 
bears and eagles—came to the conclu¬ 
sion some time ago that her fishing in¬ 
dustry was on the wane. Her forty 
miles of coast with its sandy bottom 
that contains so many excellent 
shrimps, that shelters so many flat fish, 
and which, moreover, Is so good for 
trawilng. was once the starting place 
for much larger and more successful 
fishing fleets than those which put out 
to-day. These had diminished gradual¬ 
ly. and it was discovered that Belgium 
was actually importing fish from neigh¬ 
boring countries to satisfy the needs of 
her Roman Catholic inhabitants, and 
that because the home catch was un- 
euual to the demand.

HEBREW ARTIST'S MASTERLY PAINTING. “CHRIST AT PRAYER" 


A LREADY covered with honor 
and fortune, the world-famous 
Hebrew artist. Max Rosenthal, 
of Philadelphia, who for a half 


century and more has finished hun¬ 
dreds of works of art. now In his de¬ 
clining years, being seventy-one years 
of age. has possibly attained higher 
and more lusting fame than ever by 
painting, according to his conception, a 
life-size picture of “Christ at Prayer" 
on a canvas forty by fifty inches. 

Thus far art critics, ministers of ev¬ 
ery denomination by the hundreds and 
laymen have viewed the now famous 
painting, and have openly expressed 
their admiration and approval of the 
great work by the Hebrew artist. 

No less a dignitary than Cardinal 
Gibbons, head of the Roman Catholic 
Church in America, has seen the paint¬ 
ing. by speclul invitation of the artist. 
His eminence gazed Intently for a con¬ 
siderable time on the painting, and 
then turning around facing the assem¬ 
bled spectators. quietly Inquired: 
"Where's the artist? Where's the ar¬ 
tist?" 

The artist being presented to the Car¬ 
dinal, the latter clasped the hand of 
the Hebrew and exclaimed In a most 
dramatic manner: 

"It is great! It is great! It is great!'* 

For many centuries since the renais¬ 
sance of art began In Europe, painters 
and sculptors of almost every civilized 
nationality have striven to make an 
ideal representation of Jesus of Naz¬ 
areth. Among them all. until the pres¬ 
ent day, It would be difficult to find one 
Jew T w’ho had conscientiously set forth 
In pigment or marble his own con¬ 
ception of the great founder of the 
Christian faith. The pictures of the 
Master that are found In hundreds of 
collections of famous works of art 
reflect in nearly every Instance the na¬ 
tionality of the painter, not that of the 
Nax&rene Himself. The conventional 
Jesus In art Is a Latln-Caucasian, not 
a Semite. 

Artist Rosenthal has an exalted idea 
of the character and personality of Je-

“My studies of the New Testament 
have convinced me that the character 
of Jesus as therein reported was, on 
the contrary, full of force, dignity and 
decision. A man who is not afraid to 
express his convictions, who has the 
moral courage to drive the inone> 
changers front the temple, who chal¬ 
lenges opposition and la ready to ylelo 
up Ills life for Ills principles, is not a 
weak character. 

"According to the record (Matthe.\ 
v. 17-20). Jesus strongly averred hi? 
devotion to the Law. From this point 
of view have I constructed my pic¬ 
ture. I h»\e aimed to paint Hint a 
Judean, of th nationality to wdllch He 
belonged, living Its life and conform¬ 
ing to Its laws and customs. It was. 
nnd still is, customary for the devout 
Jew. in ottering his early morning 
prayers, to hind the phylacteries o; 
Ills arm and hands and (dace th«|. 
filets about his brow. Thus adorned 
Jesus must have prayed, robed also in 
the praying shawl, hemmed with th< 
exquisite fringes. The attitude o! 
pray<t among the Jews Is, and always 
was, not kneeling. hut erect, with the 
single exception of one prayer, the 
Adoration' on the great 'Atonement 
Day.’ It is not with folded hands in 
supplication, nor with closed eyes, that 
the Jews pray (although such is th 
common attitude of the pictures of Je 
sus). hut In the open and frank aom 
muuion of the son who speaks to hi 
fa ther.

Asked if this second and equally suc¬ 
cessful venture should not properly be 
called a "Professional School for Fish¬ 
ermen's Wives" the good Abbe only 
laughed, but there w'as a knowing 
twinkle in his eye as he acknowledged 
that his boys decidedly approved of 
his girls, who are, he said, much In 
demand in the matrimonial market of 
Ostend seafaring society.

Two ceremonies have he n 
performed under Us r*»of. Who can say 
how many more romances hA\e begun 
and developed here? How many new 
Kentucky homes may yet grow from 
the lovers?’ rendezvous in the New Ken¬ 
tucky Home?

But a most striking feature of the 
building has been the exhibits. It Is 
not exaggerating to say that the New 
Kentucky Home had the best display 
of pictures and statuary, the works of 
Kentucky artists and sculptors, the best 
display of fancy work rroin Kentucky 
women, and the rarest ccrtleotion of 
relics to be found In any State build¬ 
ing on the grounds. 

To Mr. Marvin Eddy, of Louisville, 
was assigned the task of collecting for 
the Kentucky Building the w'orks of 
Kentucky’s painter* and sculptors. 
Early In March, Mr. Eddy began his 
labois, and by the opening of the Ex¬ 
position he had placed on the walls of 
the Home over 200 art studies. The 
collection thus made speaks for Itself. 
It has attracted a great deal of atten¬ 
tion. Lovers of art from all nations 
have admired the pieces presented to 
view. Mr. Charles M. Kurtz, assistant 
chief of the Department of Fine Arts, 
has thought sufficiently well of the dis¬ 
play Co call three Mm*** tnuke a 
close Inspection. . lie did not hesitate 
to say many i he pictures should 
have been sent 'to the Exposition’s 
main gallery—in the American section, 
where they would undoubtedly have 
received awards. 

Mr. Eddy, by steady devotion to the 
cause of art. has done much to keep 
alive the idea of persistent endeavor 
along this line among Louisville peo¬ 
ple. He has contributed a number of 
his own paintings to the collection. 
Mis work Is full of a certain sympathy 
and originality of treatment, and in 
many Instances shows a depth of poetic 
feeling when he deals with the quiet 
moods of nature.

Quite a number of competent authori¬ 
ties have assured me again and again 
that this display rises to the dignity 
and respect which Is attaJned by that 
In the Palace of Fine Arts, where ap¬ 
pear contributions from all over the 
world. This should he most gratifying 
to all who watch Kentucky’s progress.

His whole life was 
on*> of great usefulness to his country, 
yet ;i* he tried to lay out a middle 
course between the conservatism of the 
old regime and the r;uilcallsm of the 
new. he w 7 ts at times condemned Impar¬ 
tially by almost everybody. Possibly 
his greatest services were rendered In 
the negotiations of treaties In the ten 
years from 1809 <u> 1819, w hen the United 
States was new and stood In need of a 
great treaty maker. 

Charles Francis Adams, the son of 
John Quincy, a lawyer by profession, 
was a member of the Massachusetts 
Legislature and the National Congress, 
Minister to England, member of the 
Geneva Tribunal in 1871-72 and ran for 
President'on th* Free Soli ticket In 
ISIS. Tils son. Charles Francis, was a 
soldier In the Civil War, coming out a 
brigadier-general, and later was presi¬ 
dent of the Union Pacific railroad.

John Sc«*tt Harrison served two 
terms In Congress but the one cir¬ 
cumstance that made his name best 
known to the country at large oc¬ 

curred after his death. Soon after his 
burial, his son. Benjamin Harrison, 
later to be President of the United 
States, went to Cincinnati to search 
the premises of a medical college there 
for the body of a neighbor that had 
been stolen from a cemetery nt North 
Bend. At Mr. Harrison’s demand the

There Two Were Confederates. 

Ttu name of Robert Tyler is not 
well remembered now. but he was a 
uiab uf marked abli)t> In many ways. 
Hi wrote very veil, but preferred the 
law to hi*! 'mc and after hi* ndintr- 
*lon U> the bar. settled In Phlbid.dphtn. 
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Company; on Mr. Pullman’s death he 
was made president of the corporation, 
and now at sixty-one Is a great captain 
of Industry. 

Of President Grant's sons the eldest. 
Oeji. Frederick Dent Grant, Is sow In 
command of the Department of the 
East, at Governor’s Island. Ulysses S 
Grant spends some of his time near 
Purdy Station. N. Y.. .where he ha* a 
farm, and where he \says he wouM 
rather “sit on the fence and w’hlttle In 
the sunshine than be the Emperor of 
the whole earth." He spends much 
time, too, in Dnliforniu. and Jesae R. 
Grant, the thtrd brother, also lives In 
the Golden State. I,lke Ulysses S.. he 
has never made a prominent place for 
himself. But both have always been 
solid, reliable citizens, a credit aWke to 
themselves and their countrymen. 

The present Gen. Grant was educate I 
at West Point, was an assistant engi¬ 
neer in the survey of the first Pacific 
Railroad, was sent as United Sta.es 
Minister to Austria by President Har¬ 
rison, and served as Police Commis¬ 
sioner of the city of New York with 
Theodore Roosevelt. Benjtftnin Har¬ 
rison made him Minister Ln Austria, 
and Cleveland offered to continue him 
in the place, but he declined. When 
the war with Spain broke out he vol¬ 
unteered his services, and was at once 
made colonel of the Fourteenth regi¬ 
ment, equipped It in record time, ami 
started for the front a few days later. 
That he didn’t get there wasn’t his 
fault. lAter he went to the Philip¬ 
pines, and Is now undoubtedly con¬ 
firmed In the military career. 

The sons of President Hayes are al’ 
engaged in the law business. Webb 
C., who aTitained brief prominence a> 
a volunteer captain in the Spanish 
War, Is located In Cleveland; H. B 
Have:- Is a citizen of Asheville. N. C.; 
Burdhard is in Toledo, arid Scott A. 
Is In Pittsburg. Neither Alan. Arthur 
nor Russel B. Harrison has ever es¬ 
sayed to ehlnte In public life.

‘•bertlng once effected the capture of 
three desperate highwaymen In his¬ 
toric old ’Lost Bridge,” which Until 
last summer, when It was destroyed by 
tire, spanned the Great Miami river 
hear Elizabethtown, O., and w'hlch was 
made famous from the fact that pen. 
John Morgan crossed It with his forces 
during his memorable raid through this 
section. 

Tlie Marshal and his son. John, had 
been to Cincinnati In u spring wagon, 
and were returning after nightfall 
through the bridge, which uu« the 
scene of more hold-ups than any other 
locality In Boh then stern Indiana, when 
a burly ruffian sprung out and stopped 
ibe team.

Crying out to his son to whip up the 
horses, he seized the twain by their 
necks, and, with a marvelous exhibi¬ 
tion of skill and strength, brought th*«lr 
heads together with such fearful im¬ 
pact that they were rendered uncon¬ 
scious. The boy at the same moment 
gave the horses a sharp cut with his 
whip, causing (hern to plunge forward, 
knocking down the man in front. The 
wheels of the wagon ptisfeed over him 
a nd he whs picked up unconscious. The 
trio i»t highway men were returned to 
Cincinnati, where they were convicted 
Upon evidence furnished by Oberting 
and his son. 

While Marshal of Lawrenceburg. 
Oberting became a veritable terror to 
•tramps as a direct result of a bout he 
had with thirteen of them In 1877.

w here he established a fine practice In 
the day 8 when to be a “Philadelphia 
lawyer" meant a great deal. When 
the Civil War broke out he went/ South, 
became Register of the Treasury at 
Richmond and went down with the 
Confederacy. He lived till 1877. hut 
was never able to recover his place 
in the w'orld. His brother, MuJ. John 
Tyler, had a variegated career as sol¬ 
dier, politician and writer, but he Tfrae 
not such a public figure as Robert. 

Richard Taylor, “Dick." as he was 
known the country over during and 
long after his father's presidential serv¬ 
ice, was a true chip of the old block. He 
was born in New' Orleans, educated In 
Scotland and France, and passed 
through the Mexican War with his fa¬ 
ther, who was then idolized as a daring 
general officer. At Palo Alto and 
Resaca the youngster attained to some¬ 
thing like fam*’ because of his own* 
dashing gallantry. After winning con¬ 
siderable prominence In civil life, he 
went into the'Confederate service at 
the breaking out of the Civil Wiy as 
Colonel. He fought In tht early Vir¬ 
ginia campuigns. was then appointed 
Major General of the Transmisslsslppl, 
and In 1H64 was made Lieutenant Gen¬ 
eral. It was too late then to do much, 
though more than one Northern gen¬ 
eral officer had reason to remember 
him. Like Robert Tyler, "I>lck" Taylor 
was not able to rejuvenate himself 
after the close of the war. 

President Pierce’s only son was killed 
when a lad In a railroad accident. Mil¬ 
lard P. Fillmore never rose to promi¬ 
nence, though for many years he was 
clerk of the United States Court at Buf¬ 
falo. and died a rich man. the contest 
over his will having only lately been 
closed.

The movement of crops was formerly 
a problem, but railways and trolley 
lines almost to the farmers’ doors now 
provide transportation, writes Isaac F. 
Mu root son In the November World’s 
Work. But difficulties arise, such as 
confronted the wheat growers of Ram¬ 
sey county, N. D. 

These farmers hauled their g ain— 
often a distance of twenty-five miles— 
to Devil’s Luke. The ^ county seat, 
througn which the Great Northern rail¬ 
way passed. It kept the farmers haul¬ 
ing grain all winter. They asked Mr. 
Jama* J HH1, president of the Great 
Northern railroad, to build a branch 
line from Devil’s Lake up through their 
section. Mr. Hill said he could not 
build. Six of the largest farmers met 
at a iMd»oolh«wisic. One of them was 
Mr. Joseph Kelly, who owned 900 acres 
of land, and who hauled his w’heat 
fifteen miles to Devil’s Lake. Mr. Kelly 
s tld “If the Great Northern won’t build 
\vt will build." And the farmers built 
acri iroyid twenty-five miles long. 

*They asked every farmer w'ho hauled 
grain to Devil’s Lake to subscribe. 
Some subscribed $25; others, $600. They 
raised $60,000. They sent a farmer to 
Duluth t<* buy ties, and another to St. 
Paul to buy old ralla. A land promot¬ 
er was building a small branch line 
out of Devil's Lake to the South, and 
they got him to survey the rond. They 
hired section hands to lay the track. 
But they needed more money, They 
huught land along the line and laid 
out three towns, sold the lots, and 
u.*“d the money to buy an old engine, 
a day-coach, and four box cars from the 
Great Northern railway. 

Th*n the ro*d was started. It will 
stop for any farmer nt any place. Last 
year the road made Its expenses. Last 
hauled 60.000 bushels of wheat. This 
year, with the railroad at hand, the 
farmers plaHted more wheat, and the 
road will haul 2 , 000,000 bushels. 

I went to Starkweather, the largest 
town laid out by the fanners on their 
road. Two years ago the site was a 
flax field. I found It a bustling placs, 
with thirty stores fcnd houses. 400 peo¬ 
ple, a schoolhouse that cost $ 10 , 000 , 
three elevadors with a capacity of 250 ,- 
000 bushels, three banks, a newspaper, 
and a church. At the other two towns, 
which u year a go were farm lots, I 
found gmln elevators, schools and 
8 tores. 

Here Is what these farmers had done 
when they built their railroad; estab¬ 
lished thr**e towns, increased the price 
of land along the way 75 per cent., in¬ 
creased their yield of w r heat, built 
schools, established telephones. They 
made a whole-community richer and In¬ 
dependent.

clock face, which fronts the passenger 
of a Parisian cab.

"Thus cheating or dispute are alike 
Impossible. The taxameter at the end 
of the ride tells you plainly what you 
have had and what your bill comes to. 
You pay In silence, give the driver h 
small pourboire and walk away. The 
cost of the average cab ride In Paris Is 
to-dny u quarter. 

"These taxamelers are doing the cab 
companies an unlooked-for service. 
They art* weeding out the rascals—the 
men who Idle nil* day and then make 
Up for their Idleness by overcharging 
exorbitantly some American who would 
rather pay than make n fuss. 

“The Idlers among the drivers are of 
two classes—first, the men who loaf In 
the cafes and, second, the men who 
drive their friends about for nothing. 
The taxameter stops both tho.*e prac¬ 
tices. In the case of the safe loafer It 
shows that the man has not driven 
about town as he should. In the case 
of the free ride gentleman It shows that 
somebody lias been using the company s 
vehicles free. 

"Altogether the taxameter Is a g«'Od 
thing, and I’ll be glad when its Intro¬ 
duction Into America shall put an oc¬ 
casional cab ride within the reach of all 
of us.’’ %

CAULIFLOWER 

Capllflouer Is also a vegetable with 
great possibilities for the housewife in¬ 
ch tied to gastronomic adventure. Try 
smite day cauliflower au Parmesan, or 
stuffed cnullilower, both beloved of the 
epicure. y 

For cauliflower hu Parmesan, break* 
the heads In large flowerlets and boil 
In salted water until tender, or about 
thirty minutes. Arrange them In a 
baking dish so that they lo».k lik*» *»ne 
head, and powder with grated Parme¬ 
san or other good cheese. Dust with 
tine bread crumbs and bits of butter. 
Make a sauce from a teaspoonful of 
butter, salt to taste, a teaspoonful of 
lemon Juice, the yolks of two eggs 
beaten to a froth, and two tablespnon- 
fuls of grated cheese. Pour around the 
cauliflower and set In the oven until 
a delicate brown. 

STL’FFED CAFLIFLO VVER, 

To stuff a cauliflower, boll a whole 
head of good size until tender. Care¬ 
fully cur out the heurt. chop It fine and 
add to It four or five mushrooms and a 
dash of cayenne. When mixed fill the 
hollowed head with the force-meat. 
H**at It through in the oven and serve 
with white sauce. 

A good white sauce, seasoned with 
a tablespoonful of chopped parsley, and 
a teaspoonful of lemon Juice, may he 
used to dress cauliflower in any form 
Sometimes melted butter, salt, pepper 
lemon Juice and a grating of nutmeg 
are used. * 

In selecting cauliflower, see that the 
head Is white and fehder. lie fore boil¬ 
ing rut a wuy; the outer leaves and soak 
«n hour at least In cold wra-ter, with th,» 
head downward. If slug* or Insects aTe 
Inside, they will crawl out. Some cooks 
tie a piece of coarse muslin over the 
head while boiling tr» keep It In shape
